I have before me the fig- 
ures of the last census taken by the 
British. They show that India has 
now more than 2,000,000 wives un- 
der 10, and 250,000 of 5 years and 
under. It has 6,000,000 married women 
of from 10 to 15, and 9,000.900 more 
who are between’ 15 and 20. There 
are altogether 68,000,000 wives in the 
country, and one-fourth of them are 
under the average age at which our 
girls marry. 

There are also millions of child witd- 
ows, whose fate worse than 
that of the married babtes whose hus- 
bands are living. TI shall write of them 
farther on tn this letter.

They 
put the number-.of widows at 26.000 000 
a number equal to almost one-half 
of our white female population. India 
has one widow for her every six wom- 
én and girls, and Millions of these 
widows have many years yet to live 
As to the baby widows, there are 10,- 
000 of five years and under, and more 
than 100.000 of between five and ten 
years. There are 275,000 young girls 
who range between ten and fifteen 
years of age, undergoing the slavery 
of widowhood. a worse slavery than 
a been imposed upon any nation 
, e or bla 
egal ck, in any other part of 

You have heard how in the past the 
widows threw themselves on the fu- 
neral pyres of their husbands and 
burned themselves to death. In 1801 
the British government kept count, and 
its records shewed that 309 women had 
50 immolated themselves within 30 
miles of Caleutta in the Space of six 
months. In the next twenty-five years 


, more than 20,000 were so burned, and 
| it was not until long thereafter that 


the custom was stopped. This burning 
was called “suttee,” and it is question- 


| able whether it was not preferable to 
‘continued widowhood, which 


is now 
known as cold suttee. The widow ts 
condemned to a living death. She burns 
daily with want, disgrace and shame; 
her predecessor was, happy in that she 
died but once. ; 

The Temple Brides. 

I attended a wedd{ng the other night 
at which about five hundred Hindoos 
were present. The groom was about 
six years old. He was a little fellow 
in a red velvet coat, tight velvet trous- 
ers and a cap of cloth of gold. The 
oride was not present, and whether 
she was a baby or not I do not know. 
The chief feature of the ceremony wag 
the dancing of someé Nautch girls to 


| the music of two drums and an Indian 
fiddle. 


The girls went through the 
most surprising contortions, They 
twisted themselves this way and that: 
they bent back and forth as though 
they were Indja rubber, the most of 
their dancing being without lifting 
their feet from the ground. ome of 
their motions. were beyond description 
indecent. I am told that the Nautch 
giris are professional dancers, and that 
their profession is about the only one 
open to the young women of India. 
uponwhich 
They are by no means as good as they 
should be. but being bad is a part of 
their business, and the people respect 
therm. 

Allied to them is a class of giris 
who are bad for religion’s sake. They

Fhree yéars ago a number of 
Hindoos asked she Bombay government 
to suppress the custom in that state, 
and there was an attempt to do so.. 
It failed because the masses of the. 
people looked upon the institution as 
having been sanctified by religion, and: 
because the British make it a principle | 
to do nothing that affects the faith of | 
their subjects. Just now a similar, 
action has been taken by Mysore, one) 
of the native states, and it may he 
that it will succeed. 
Education for Women. 

The awakening of India, now going 

on, cannot but better these conditions. 


The women could mot possibly be 
worse ‘off than’ they are, and any | 
change must be an improvement. I 
am told that the native leaders realize | 
this, and that even the Mohammedans | 
conventions in the inter-| 
est of female education. India has. 
about 60,000,000 Mohammedans, and | 
this means that there are half that, 
number of women and girls. As it is | 
now only 4,000 such girls are in 
school. The Mohammedans feel that 
the educational standard of the follow- 
ers of the prophet must be raised and 
that this can be best done by educating 
the girls. It is much the same with 
the Hindoos, some of whose leaders 
have established girls’ schools. There 
is a man named Roychand, a _ Jain, 
who has founded a school for women 
at Bombay, and that city has other 
seminaries of a similar kind. 

You have all heard of Pundita Ram- 
arbi, who lectured in the United States 
not long ago and collected some money 
there for her’ girls’ school at Poona. 
She is a@ Brahmin, and belongs to one 
»f the highest castes of the Hindoos. 
She was educated in England and for 
a time she was professor of Sanscrit 
in one of the colleges there. Her 
schoo] at Poona has been running for 
years and it is doing great good. Al] 
of the pupils are child widows, and 
some of the little ones are only 5 or 
6 years of age. Many are young girls, 
and others are full-grown women. In 
that school they are taught reading, 
writing and arithmetic, and also such 
arts as will fit the pupils to make 
thelr own living outside. They learn 
to sew and embroider, and also kinder- 
gartening and trained nursing, as well. 
A farm is connected with the school, 
and some of the women learn dairying 
and sheep-raising. Many of the grad- 
uates are already earning good sal- 
aries, some are teachers, others mat- 
rons of institutions, and not a few 
have married again. Some have become 
missionaries. 

Christian Work Among the Women. 

Our missionaries are accomplishing | 
much for the women of India, as are 
also these of Great Britain. The work 
can be only done by the women, as 
men are not allowed to go into the 
women’s quarters or to speak to them. 
There are about “(fifteen hundred 
females among tAe missionary popula- 
tion, and the most of these do more or 
less work. There are 138 #£=foreign 
woman physicians and numerous hos- 
pitals and schools. There are two 
Christian colleges, and in Madras alone 
more than one kundred thousand girls 
are going to school. The girls are 
bright and thev seem to learn quite as 
well as our girls at home. .A number 
of them entered the university, and 
some of the daughters of the higher 
classes have graduated not only at 
colleges of India but at those of Eng- 
land, and are now acting as lawyers 
and doctors. 

As to the government schools, those 
for girls are increasing, although they 
are still far outnumbered by those for 
the men, For instance, India now has 
150,000 boys’ schools, with about 
5,000,000 pupils, and only 12,000 girls’ 
schools with 600,000 in attendance. The 
percentage of illiteracy among the 
women is far greater than among the 
men.

The customs and caste dis- 
tinctions' of India are such that only 
woman doctors. can treat the native 
women, and the great need is lady 
missionaries who have good -medical 
educations. The first female doctor 
came in 1870, and there are now many. 
There are, however, a half million 
villages and towns which have no 
restdent physicians, and the women as 
a rule have practically no efficient 
medical attention.

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THE VOICE OF AN ELDER STATESMAN. | 


‘1 am_an old man sitting to one side at the end of the long 
road and watching the procession troop by. . . . And I tell 
you, calmly and with deliberation, weighing my words with the 
care of one who has learned to be economical with emphasis, that 
the greatest problem of our day—your day, more accurately 
speaking—is the making of citizens instead of criminals out of 
the masses of the negroes that everywhere in the south eddy and 


swirl into the body politic of the Anglo-Saxon.” 


That is the keynote of a communication from Judge John L. 
Hopkins, published elsewhere in the current issue of The Consti- 
tution. : 

In theme, in reasoning, in the force of the argument by which 
he reaches inevitable conchusion, it isa most remarkable docu- 
ment. | 

It is truly the voice of the elder statesman, thrice-tested in 
the furnace of crisis and circumstance, speaking a clear and coura~ 
geous warning to the ruling generation. : 

Pre-eminently Judge Hopkins stands at the head of the bar of 
Georgia. A poll of the bench and bar of Georgia would undoubt- 
edly vote him that distinction. 

When such a man speaks in strong confirmation of the cru- 
sade embodied in The Constitution’s “Sermons to the Churches,” 
the most conscientious or the most frivolous of citizens must pay 
heed to his words. : : 

He is the man chosen by the general assembly above the 
combined legal talent of Georgia to undertake the task of recodify- 
ing the laws of the state. 

He has been a dweller in three epochs. He knows the glories 
of the ante-bellum south. More than any other one individual he 
was instrumental in substituting order for chaos, and the reign ot 
law for anarchy in the days of reconstruction. He has seen the 
south rise out of destitut‘on and build up a new structure upon 
the ruins of the old regime : 

In the nature of things, he should be the man in Georgia best 
qualified to speak with authority upon the final aspects of that race 
problem which has grown more steadily complex since the proc- 
lamation of emancipation. He knows the negro, in town and coun- 
try. He knows the negro that is criminal and the negro who is 
law-abiding. Always calm, conservative, judicial, years have in- 
tensified his wisdom. 

Such is the caliber of the man speaking with a grave and rev- 
erent earnestness today through the columns of The Constitution 
to the people of the south, particularly to the churches of the south. 


Quoting his own measured phrase, he is “economical of em- 
phasis.” There is nothing strident or inflaming in his sentiments. 


He dismisses the hunianitarian and Christian phases of the 
question save as both apply to decency, cleanliness, health and good 
citizenship.

He wipes his feet on the food that you eat, on the faces and on 
the lips of your sleeping children.

The fly brings death or, at the least, incapacitating and needless 
disease into your home. : 

His eradication is simple, if laborious. 

The main ingredient is—cleanliness.

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IN BEHALF OF THE RURAL HOUSEWIFE. 


Through its educational legislative committee the Georgia Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs is approaching members of the Georgia 
legislature, shortly to assemble, with a notable plea in behalf of the 
housewives of rural Georgia. 

They propose to amplify the extension movement inaugurated 
by the State College of Agriculture, as it applies to itinerant schools 
for farmers, by meetings held in conjunction with these sessions, 
but planned specifically for carrying to the women of rural Georgia 
special training along domestic lines as the itinerant school carries to 
the farmer special training along agricultural lines. | 

It is essential, for this purpose, that the appropriations made 
tc the extension work of the state college be increased by $5,000.

Editor Constitution: Your crusade 
in behalf of Anglo-Saxon civilization 
in the south as expressed in your “Ser- 
mons to the Churches,.’~has tempted 
an old man to step aside momentarily 
from an ordered and tranquil routine. 
You are asking the churches of all 
denominations to save the masses of 
the negroes from themselves. and the 
southern white people from the conse- 
quences of the vice, disease, crime and 
sloth of the masses of the negroes. 

Forty-five years ago the ieaders of 
the south in that day faced the same 
problem. Today it is stated in differ- 
ent terms, but I doubt if the interven- 
ing decades that have brought freedom 
to all the negroes and improvement 
to a small percentage of the negroes 
have relieved the problem in its. funda- 
mentals. 

Now, a8 then, the negro still 
aces Anglo-Saxen civilization. Today 
the menace is far more insidious, in- 
finitely less understood, than when 
the fathers and grandfathers of the 
present generation grappled with it 
in the open. 

I am an old man sitting to one side 
at the end of the long road and watch- 
ing the procession troop by. Several 
years ago I retired from that daily 
contact with the battles of the world 
that foreshorten one’s judgment, blur 
the vision and sometimes substitute 
passion for that detached considera- 
tion that is the product of cool analy- 
sis. The general assembly of the state 
of Georgia has given me the impor- 
tant commission of recodifying the 
laws of the commonwealth. Quiet and 
calm are my constant companions. The 
noises and issues from the outside 
world impress their ultimate, ‘not their 
superficial, value upon the mind of a 
man who has lived through various or- 
deals at the bar and upon the bench 
of a great state. 

And I teil you. calmlv and with de- 
liberation; /weighing my words with 
the care of one who has learned to be 
economical with emphasis, that the 
greatest problem of our day—your day, 
more accurately speaking—is the mak- 
ing of citizens instead of criminals out 
of the masses of the negroes that 
everywhere In the south eddy and swirl 
into the body politic of the Anglo- 
Saxon. 

Tne tmpetuous of the old south ap- 
plied the coarse term “negro loyers” to 
those white men whose conduct could 
by the most tortuous of interpretations 
be twisted into a coddling of the ne- 
gro. 

T am not a “‘negro lover.” I do not 
ignore the humanitarian phase of the 
situation. But when I plead that the 
churches, our statesmen and our peo- 
ple generally uphold your hands in a

None of the craft have made a better one in recent years than that 
represented by the offer of a S100 prize to the Georgia boy growing 
the best acre of corn, sanctioned at the closing session of the Georgia 
State Bankers’ Association in the adoption of a resolution offered 
by H. P. Hunter, cashier of the First National Bank of Elberton. 

A short time ago the Georgia Boys’ Corn Club was organized, 
as a result of the initiative of the county school commissioners of 
the state working under ‘iz 2uspices of\ the State College of Agri- 
culture. 

As a direct result of that movement, boys to the number of 
nearly 3,000 are industriously engaged throughout Georgia in de- 
termining who shall produce the best acre of corn under the condi- 
tions stipulated by the conmissioners. 

The prize offered by the bankers will supply another helpful 
incentive. :

ing criminals. For a trivial offense 
we place the susceptible young negro 
where he will become inoculated with 
the virus of incorrigibility from the 
hardened criminal. We follow folly 
instead of wisdom—and then are blind 
cnough to marvel at the giant strides 
of deterioration that immorality, crime, 
cocaineism, whisky and other evils are 
making throughout the negro race. 

We cannot escape the terrible indict- 
ment that these conditions are abso- 
lutely peculiar to the post-bellum pe- 
riod. They were virtually unknown to 
the ante-bellum era. 

‘Is it, then, that the civilization of 
the last of the nineteenth and the first 
of the twentieth centuries, a civiliza- 
tion of which we are extremely proud. 
is insufficient to one of the gravest 
problems of the day? 

I think it is. I think, too, the cause 
is due to a curious and a little-consid- 
ered source. 

We have perpetrated the nfionument- 
al error of forgetting that the negro 
is a child-race, half-savage, half-ctv- 
ilized, the inherited impulses of the 
jungles, yet warring with the tncom- 
pletely acquired instincts and restraints 
of civilization. 

The proclamation of emancipation 
struck off the negro’s physical fetters. 
It did not alter, one jot or tittle, that 
fundamental, fatal weakness of the 
race that has ever required the strong, 
sustaining arm of the white race. You 
cannot lift a race from a lower to a 
higher plane by mere legal  enact- 
ment. . 

Does not every observant, honest and 
intelligent southerner agree with me 
in this reasoning? : 

The proof is absolute. We knocked 
the props from under the negro when 
we made him a free agent. We re- 
quired of him, at once, aS great an 
understanding, of a reverence for and 
a subservience to law, sanitation, hy- 
giene and Christian morality, as we 
did of the white man who is the prod- 
uct of centuries of painful toil upward. 

The result was inevitable. It is 
demonstrated in the admirable 
vancement of a few exceptional ne- 
groes, or of a small percentage brought 
still in forc:ble contact with the white 
man. 

It is also demonstrated in the chaos, 
the pitiful disease, the inefficiency. the 
growing worthlessness and viciousness 


of the mass of the negroes. 

These facts are ugly. We do not 
relish being reminded of them. We 
say, “It is the fault of those who eman- 
cipated the negro.” 

Yes—but it is we who are reaping 
the harvest, who must continue to reap 
increasingly the harvest! And it is we 
whe must apply the remedy, for it 
is our people, the people.of the south- 
ern states, who will ultimately suffer 
unless we apply the remedy thor- 
oughly. 

What is that remedy? I believe that 
you, with striking perspicacity, have 
laid your finger upon it.

I am 
regarding them as organized bodies 
of men, all working to one common 
end, and that end the public good." 

Though masked, the crisis is as im- 
pelling as when the clarion went ring 
ing through the south in the days of 
reconstruction.

CLUB WOMEN MEET ATLAGRANGE 
IN ENCOURAGING CONVENTION 


“The latest thing” in woman’s club 
activities! Unlike some other novel- 
ties, this innovation seems to have 
come to stay; the success of the district 
meeting just heldat LaGrange, follow- 
ing up the success-of the'‘one held last 
September at Calhoun, makeg the dis- 
trict club meeting an institution for 
Georgia. Club extension is the present 
need in our state. 
For fourteen years the organized 
women of Georgia have waged a cru- 
sade for cleanliness, health and civic 
beauty, for forests, parks and play- 
grounds; for a rational education for 
every boy and girl; for right laws and 
their wise enforcement in ways that 
shall build up rather than destroy the 
unfortunate children of the state; for 
all those thousand things which make 
for civic righteousness and social bless- 
edness, and in this crusade we need the 
heart-whole, earnest cooperation of 
every intelligent and _right-thinking 
woman in our state. 
In all our endeavors the “plot thick- 
ens; n@€w avenues are opening before 
us; numberless hands are stretched out 
to us, many asking aid; others offering 
us splendid help in helping others. 
Union and Cooperation. 
For all these things we need the un- 
ion and the cooperation of all Georgia 
women, and toward this end nothing 
can be so helpful as the district meet- 
ings, which give an opportunity for 
gathering together and for conference 


.in various parts of the state of feder- 


ated clubs and of many more women 
than could ever expect to attend an 
annual convention from any one sec- 
tion. The first district meeting was 
held in September, 1909, at Calhoun. 
The seventh district had long had 
this bee in its bonnet. /The Cherokee 
club of Cartersville had entertained a 
number of neighboring clubs ata 
spend-the-day party, and the recom- 
mendation for the authorization of dis- 
trict meetings by the federation was 
made to it at the meeting in Valdosta 
by Mrs. Irby, of Kingston, and permis- 
sion for such meetings was finally 
given at the executive board meeting 
in Atlanta in the spring of 1909, the 
suggestion being urged by Mrs. Nellie 
Peters Black. Calhoun entertained the 
first district meeting sq well that great 
benefit was felt by the clubs of the 
seventh district, and its second meet- 
ing is to be held in Cartersville in Au- 
sust of this year. 

The fourth district, On June 8, was 
the next to take up the new plan, and 
most fortunate was the district in its 
meeting place. 

Charming Hospitality. 

Beautiful and hospitable old La- 
Grange justified every claim which 
generations of admirers have made for 
it, and everything seemed to work to- 
gether to make a perfect occasion. 
The attendance was phenomenal. Sixty 
club women came by train and with 
the members of the LaGrange club the 
number swelled to more than a hun- 
dred. The incoming trains were met 
by a cordial committee and the visi- 
tors weré driven promptly to that en- 
chanted spot which has surely wander- 
ed out of the pages of old romance to 
linger like a dream—paradise in this 
practical work-a-day twentieth cen- 
tury wofld of ours—Ferrall’s Gardens! 
That name must conjure up a vision 
of delight—a mingiing of mystery and 
radiance of sunshine and shade. of 
park and parterre, of cunning labyrinth 
and leafy bower, of gtowths beautiful 
and rare which cannot be excelled in 
this whole broad iand of ours. Is jt 
not splendid that the’ city of LaGrange 
can buy this wonder spot and keep it 
for all time a’ their very own park for 
their own delight and the admiration 
of the world? 

Surely the women of LaGrange wil! 
see that they must throw their whole 


strength behind the effort to preserve 


this beauty spot wrought out by the 
 ebtabenelion of nature.and the patient 
planning of one woman whose whole 
seventy years of life were so cunning- 
ly wrought into it! Sdrely all that 
beauty and the patience which it 
evinces cannot and must not die. 

We left our wraps and suit cases 
in a “fair Rosamond bower” of rose- 
trellis and jessamine which has listen- 
ed to the love plightings of many gen- 
erations of youthful lovers and has- 
tened through winding walks and 
tangle-bordered labyrinths to a broad 
shaded terrace, on which luncheon was 
spread. And, oh, such a luncheon! Just 
the kind that LaGrange housekeepers 
know how to both prepare and serve. 

Amid merry chat we feasted until 
one speaker declared another mouthful 
would reduce her to the state of bliss- 
ful somnolence prohibitive of listening 
with deference to the speeches of oth- 
ers. 

The Afternoon Session. 

The afternoon session of two hours 
which immediately followed, looked 
like a scene from a Ben Greet play. 
On a broad parterre directly in front 


of the early Georgian house the hun- 
dred or more women, in their light 
isummer gowns, were seated in an ir- 
regular semi-circle against a back- 
ground of dark, low-growing firs, while 
the speakers stood under a great holly 
tree surfounded by an ornamental 
srowth of formally clippefi box, and 
the pure beauty of it all looked into 
our very souls as we listened to some 
of the things club women are doing 
tc help ‘“‘make tomorrow better than 
today.” 

Mrs. H. E. Cary, president of La- 
Grange Woman’s Club, to whose en- 
thusiastic labors the success of the 
meeting was largely due, introduced 
Mrs. W. W. Turner, who voiced grace- 
fully the welccme already so warmly 
expressed by a!1. 

Mrs. M. J. McAfee, of the West Point 
Woman’s Club, and also president of 
the Mother’s Club of West Point, re- 
sponded most heartily. 

Mrs. W. Trox Bankston, vice presi- 
dent of the fourth district, whose good 
work brought the large delegations 
which LaGrange then so splendidly 
cared for, took charge of the meeting. 
introducing in turn Miss Rosa Wood- 
berry, Mrs. A. O. Granger, Mrs. Nellie 
Peters Black, Mrs.

IN OPEN LETTER FEDERATION URGES — 
LEGISLATORS TO AID GEORGIA WOMEN 


as Vital as Those of 
the Farmer.

‘Clubs h 
ter to the members of the general as- 
sembly: 

“The Georgia Federation of Women’s 
Clubs is intensely interested in the ex- 
tension movement inaugurated by the 
State College of Agriculture for adult 
farmers of the state through an ap- 
propriation made at the last session of 
the legislature. The results secured 
from the itinerant or traveling schools 
fare no doubt. familiar to you. 
have been most successful, and show 
that the farmer ig in a receptive frame 
of mind. At the 15 schools held up to 
date, the average registration has 
been 90, and the ‘total attendance for 
the 100 sessions 9,000. In these schools 
problems fundamental to the success 
of the farmer have. been discussed in 
so acceptable a manner that the sug- 
gestions are now being put into prac- 
tice with most beneficial results by 
the farmers in the several communities 
visited. No plan has ever been devised 
which promises to be of greater ser- 
vice to the farmer who cannot attend 
college than that of bringing essential 
information to him ithrough extension 
teaching. 

“We believe that this movement is 
destined to revolutionize the agricul- 
tural practice of Georgia, because it 
is a cheap and efficient method of put- 
ting vital knowledge within the reach 
of all who till the land. But are not 
the problems of the housekeeper, the 
home and the health of the people as 
important as those of the farmers, and 
is it proper that these subjects should 
be meglected? We believe that do- 
mestic science, home sanitation, nur- 
sing and other topics of fundamental 
importance could and should be dis- 
cussed at meetings arranged especial- 
ly for women in conjunction with the 
itinerant schools. Since the _ schools 
will be organized anyway, the cost of 
advertising and JfMcNiding work of spe- 
cial interest to/womeémn should be com- 
paratively slight. The benefits to be 
conferred are calculable. 

“Probably you) do not realize that 
| there are 1,500,000 deaths in the United 
‘States each year, of which at least 
one-half are preventable; sickness af- 
flicts 5,000,000 homes all the time, thus 
discommoding the affairs of 25,000,000 
people. Think of the enormous and 
useless waste here“entailed. Illustra- 
tion after illustration/ might be cited 
to justify_@ur position; but, surely, it 
is unmnmecessary with one s0 broad- 
minded and thoroughly interested in 
the welfare and uplight of our state. 

“We have consulted with the au- 
'thorities of the State College of Agri- 
culture concerning this matter, and 
they say that the present appropria- 
tion for extension teaching is so limit- 
ed that they cannot undertake addi- 
tional work, since they are unable to 
réach and save the communities peti- 
tioning for assistance at this time. 
They will, however, gladly undertake 
the work were an appropriation made 
for this purpose, and we ask you, in 
the name of the women of Georgia, to 
support an appropriation of $5,000 a 
year to the State College of Agricul- 
ture for extension work with women. 

“We could hardly ask for a more 
modest sum, We know that it will be 
paid back, with interest a thousand- 
fold, the first year, and that it will 
exert an influence which cannot be 
estimated on a monetary basis. We 
ask for nothing new. North Carolina 
has already appropriated money for 
extension work with women. New 
York is carrying on an extensive cam- 
paign, and thes Prevince og Ontario, 
Canada, held 4,770 meetings for women 
last year, with an attendance of 119,- 
364. There were 6,832 addresses de- 
livered at these meetings, and the cost 
of the work was approximately $29,- 
000. Is it not worth while to inspire 
and redirect the energy of our women 
and supply them with knowledge as 
fundamental as that given to our 
farmers? Surely, if other states have 
found it so beneficial, Georgia cannot 
afford to ignore a question so vitally 
related to her welfare. 

“We trust that you will give your 
earnest and favorable consideration to 
this matter, and notify us of your in- 
tention of supporting and voting for a 
rmeasure which we conceive to be of 
the utmost concern to the future de- 
velopment of our state.

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To the Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy: In 1900 a little band of devoted 
women, the Shiloh Chapter of Savan- 
mah, Tenn., undertook the task of plac- 
ing on the battlefield of Shiloh a fit- 
ting memorial to all confederate sol- 
diers. The task was too great for 
them, so when I became state presi- 
dent of the Tennessee United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy the Shiloh com-, 
mittee asked me to enlist the aid of 
the southern states. At San Francisco 
[ went before the United Daughters 
of the Confederacy in convention as- 
sembled and asked their aid, and they, 
realizing that a fitting memorial to all 
confederate soldiers should be placed 
on this battlefield, made forever glorti- 
ous by their achievements, responded 
with one voice to my plea to take up 
the work of erecting a monument to 
tell to posterity tHe story of the “Men 
of Shiloh.’’ 

The Gulfport convention, the fol- 
lowing year, reindorsed this action, and 
the president general of the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy appoint- 
ed a state director for every state 
represented in the United Daughters of 
the Confederacy. The Norfolk ween 
tion made the personnel of this com- 


to serve through the life of the com- 
mittee; so from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, 
there are Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy holding out their hands _ for 
money for Shiloh and devising ways 
and means for increasing this fund. 

During the year ending with the re- 
cent Houston convention more than 
$2,000 was added to the fund, and 
now we have more than $9,000 drawing 
interest, the Houston convention vot- 
ing $1,000 out of the treasury to this 
fund.

which every daughter will be proud 
to say, “We built it.”’

So for 
lung troubles you can find idea! cH- 
mates in most ant sectidn part -<doT the 
tinve. and vou can find sections that 
are exceéding!y disagreeabie at other 
Perhaps there is no section of 
the country that has a’ better all-the- 
vrear-around climate than the Piedmont 
plateau cf the Biue Ridge range, from 
middie Georgia to Virginia. Take it 
ali-in-all, it comes about as near being 
ideal as any scetion of the country 
that vou can find in the United States. 
There are certain séasons when Florida 
or southern California are preferable, 
but take it all-iIn-all, we ought to be 
thankful that those of us who live here 
fre living in about as delightful cli- 
mate as anyone has anywhere, and I 
make nd exceptions. The point, how- 
ever. in tubercular troubles is to get 
where the alr fs absolutely free of 
germs, if at.all possible. To gét away 
from the dust and smoke of large cities 
is essential end toO get as far from civ- 
llization, ‘perhaps, is advisable, if the 
comforts could be. had there, which 
would make life. at all bearable.

Dr. Benjamfn -Rush in his inquiries 
over a century ago mentioned the 
freedom there was-in the tubercular 
trouble during the. Revolutionary war 


, among the soldiers, and writing from 


Philadelpiula, savs that he has found 
his pattents to do well when sent up 
the Delaware river, near the mouth of 
Lehigh, which certainly today could 
not be considered an ideal climate, or 
an.ideal section for tubercular pa- 
tients. Now, Jet us look into this a 
little, and I think. .J can point out an 
interesting feature of this, for at that 
time Dr. Rush's’ ideas were per®ctly 
correct; the upper Delaware was free 
frem germs,. civilization had -not im- 
pregnated it with the germ of disease 
yet, and the consequence was that the 
air was free from those germs that 
would produce tubercular troubles.

Following Parteur’s experiments about 
fermentation, Tyndell, of England, per- 
fgrmed a reries of experiments that 
were exceédinely interesting. and the 
results of which apply exactly to 
wrat I am now writing about. Tn 
order to prove that there was no such 
thing as spontaneous generation. he 
made a lot of infusions of different 
substances tiiat spoil easily in the or- 
dinarvy temperature or atmosnvhere, and 
after boiling them thoroughly, in test 
tubes, sealed the test tubes up by 
melting the tops of them, so that they 
were hermeticallv sealed and absolute- 
Iw free from any contact with the 
outer air. Thete tubes. were kent in 
hts laboretory for months, and found 
to be just the same as when thev: were 
sealed: no change had taken nlace in 
them. Knoclkine the tov off of a 
few of these tubes he found that in the 
Jaboratory thev would spoi! in a verv 
short time: that is, when I say spoil. 
Y mean that they became contaminated 
with the germs that were in the air, 
and there was a process of fermenta- 
tion set up 'n the infusion. He found 
thet on taking the tubes out from his 
laboratory some distance from the 
bouse and knocking the tops off, that 
thev would not spoil near so quick:

ENGLISH FEAR HUSTLING 
WOULD SHORTEN LIVEs 


London, June 11.—An outcry has 
lately been raised in many quarters 
here against the tendency, everywhere 
apparent, to adopt American methods 
in businss, transportation, etc., on the 
ground that American methods involve 
American hustling, and American 
husling begets dyspepsia, — shatters 
nerves and shortens life. ~ 

The electricfication of the under- 
ground and street railways, the open- 
ing of a big department store on the 
American plan and varioug other evi- 
dences in London of a tendengy to do 
things faster than Englishmen have 
been accustomed to do them—in short, 
to “get a move on”’—have been met 
with loud protests from the devotees 
of the take-things easy system that this 
speeding-up process would reduce the 
average Englishman to the game state 
of precarious halth which is here sup- 
posed to be the normal condition of 
the typical American. 

No notion is more deeply ingrained 
in the every-day Britigher’s mind 
than that the American who continu- 
ally does things in a hurry pays the 
penalty of impairing his digestion, 
wrecking his nerves, spoiling his tem- 
per and dying much younger than does 
the more stolid. phlegmatic and slow- 
er-working Englishman. The mental 
picture which his Jjmagination conjures 
‘up of the typical American is that of 
@ thin, lanky, sallow-cheeked, hollow- 
eyed individual who always bolts his 
victuals In a hurry, thinks only of his 
business day and night, cares nothing 
for recreation and plants one foot in 
the grave at an age when the average 
Englishman is still physically as fit as 
ever. 

Often have Englishmen proudly call- 
ed my attention to the rubicund retired 
colonels and corseted old dandies 
promenading Piccadilly and expressed 
the confident opinion that nowhere In 
America are to be seen such fine speci- 
mens of vigorous old age. And then 
for my benefit they have contrasted 
them with the hypothetical, money- 
grabbing, prematurely aged wrecks, 
who, they believe. just swarm in all 
America’s big marts of commerce. And 
when, on behalf of my hustling coun- 
trymen, I have put tn a plea of not 
guilty to the indictment, they always 
settle the mater, to their own sais- 
faction, anyhow, by saying something 
like this: 

“Well, you can't deny that English- 
men are healthier than Americans be- 
cause evervbody knows that English- 
men, on the average, live longer than 
do Americans,” 

Do they live longer? That is the 
point! If they don’t it follows that 
the average Englishman is no health- 
ier than the average American, and 
all the dire consequences that Engligh- 
men attribute to the American nation- 
al habit of hustling are proved to be 
mythical, or at least greatly exaggref 
ated. 

IT had just parted, in Trafalgar 
Square, with an Englishman who had 
been telling me the old familiar story, 
when I chanced to notice the big gilt 
sign which proclaimed the London of- 
fices of the New York Life Insur- 
ance Company. And therefrom I 
obtained an inspiration. Obviously, 
the New York Life Insurance Com- 
pany, doing business in. both countries, 
would have it figured down to a fine 
point what wags the average duration 
of life in both countries, because on 
that it bases its premium charges. A 
few minutes later I wae confronting 
the London secretary of the company, 
W. R. Collinson. 


Do Englishmen live longer 
Americans?” TI asked him. 

“They do not.” he answered. “We 
charge the same premium rates to 
Englishmen that we do to Americans. 
That is due to the fact, based on @ 
comparison of the figures of English 
and American actuaries, that the av- 
erage duration of life in both countries 
is practically the same. The proof 
of that you will find in the last annual 
Insurance Blue Book,’ an Engiish pub- 
lication.”

are quoted from the table among sev~- 
eral. which 1s slightly the most favor- 
able to British expectations of life. 
The figures in the American column 
are based on those of thirty American 
offices. It will be noticed that a4 
comparison between the two columns 
is, on the whole, favorable to Amer- 
icans. Up to twenty the Britisher 
stands the best chance of living the 
longer, but after that his advantage 
disappears and the American's chances 
of living a little the longer are the 
better, And thus the assertions so 
often mdde here that Americans are 
shorter-lived than Englishmen and die 
younger because they hustle more, are 
proved to.be baceless. 

Instead of snortening his days by 
learning to hustle as the Americans 
do, the chances are that the average 
Britisher will live just a lithe leager

The one wae the Hon. Hd R. Jones, 
representative in the genera! assembly, 
who for severe] terms has shown him- 
eelf a loyal, wide-awake and most en- 
ergetic legislator. He is a candidate 
for reelection, has no opposition and 
most probably will have none for the 
seat which he ably fills. The other 
was Judge Sam W. Smith, for many 
years the ordinary of Dougherty coun- 
ty, a leading business man of Albany, 
and one of her best informed citizens. 
Both men are thoroughly ‘dentified 
with the interests of Albany and the 
surreupding section and thoroughly 
familiar with the progressive features. 

Albany ts now the greatest railroad 
center south of Macon. In a short 
time she will heave both railroad and 
water counection with St. Andrew's 
Bay.

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Stories About Words. 

“‘Primrose’ is one of these words 
that have shown popular association 
to be stronger than etymology,” says 
The London Chronicle. “It has no real 
connection with the rose, but is the 
old French ‘primrose,’ and, anyhow, 
only means the ‘prime’ or first flower 
(more or less) of the year. Our lan- 
guage has insisted upon making ‘roses’ 
of all sorts of flowers. We have the 
tuberose, which is only ‘tuberoga,’ 
tuberous, and the rosemary, which is 
‘rosmarinus,’ dew of the sea. On the 
other hand the ‘rose’ has been dropped 
readily enough in cases where popular 
fancy could not see the flower. The 
alchemists called green vitriol] ‘rose of 


copper,’ ‘cupriress.’ In French this be- 
came ‘couperose,’ but English wore it 
down to the pointless ‘copperas.’” 

Dean Swift. protested against ‘“spec- 
ulations, operations, preliminaries, am- 
bassadors, liigadoes, communication, 
circumvallation, battalions” as new- 
fangled expressions brought into com- 
mon use by the war of his day. To- 
day nearly all these are the most 
orthodox English. In his time “mob” 
seems commonly to have been written 
“mobb,” “and “phisz’’ also had the 
doubled consonant. Hence his com- 
plaint that “we cram one syllable and 
cut off the rest, @s the owl fattened 
her mice after she had bit off their 
legs to prevent them from running 
away.”

and the lines on the streets have been 
surveyed. The power plant will run 
the factory, the street car system, «e« 
great grist mill near the factory site 
and phosphate works costing half a 
million dollars. 

The railway system from Cordele 
via Albany to 8t. Andrew's Bay is 
financed by French capitalists in the 
sum of §4,000,000. It will connect 
through the Panama canal into the 
Orient. 

As a2 Shipping Point. 

Albany is already a great shipping. 
point and will become one of the 
greatest shipping points in the coun- 
try. She is bound to be a very large 
city. She has 12,000 population now, 
having doubled in ten years, and Mr. 
Jones is confident that she will have 
26,000 in five years. I think his esti- 
mate is too low. As 800n as the street 
car lines start hundreds of homes will 
go up. The suburbs will grow rapidly 
and the influx of immigrants, even 
now steady, will be redoubled. At 
present there is not a store or house 
for rent in Albany. There are three 
national bunks, one state bank, and 
one trust company. The banks handle 
350,000 bales of cotton a year. The 
section immediately surrounding Al- 
bany sends in 100,000 bales a year. 
There is one grand cotton compress 
ang several public ginneries, all run 
by electricity. 

The Sand-Lime Brick plant, financed 
by Captain Tift, of Tifton, will be the 
largest plant of the kind in Georgta. 

It wilt be located within half a mils 
of Albany. It will turn out sand-lime 
brick, concrete pillars, 
piping and Edison stone blocks for 
home building. It will mean cheaper 
brick in the erection of homes all over 
Albany and for.shipment everywhere. 
This sand is said by experts to be the 
best in the United States for the making 
of plate glass and all kinds of glass: 
98 per cent of it is silica. The Fiynt 
river brick plant, another great con- 
cern, cost $300,000. I¢ is up-to-date in 
all respects. All of the labor-saving 
appliances are in evidence and the 
best clay brick is made. The ship- 
ments of brick from Albany are very 
heavy. 

There is a half-million dollar fer- 
tilizer plant of the Virginia-Carolina 
Chemical Company; two oil mills, one 
a $600,000 concern, the other $400,000; 
naval stores galore, turpentine, lumber 
in abundance, especially hardwood for 
barrels, tubs, crates, shingles, all con- 
venient to the railroads for shipment. 
Albany is the head of navigation. 
Boats with regular schedules connect- 
ing with gulf boats come there for 
cargoes. A feature at Albany is the 
great ice plant. All of the water used 
is artesian. Being pure, it does not 
have to be distilled. Ice is made of it 
and- is therefore cheaper and better. 
The plant is run by electricity. Ice 
is shipped te Macon and many other 
towns. 

Some Building Features.

The Her~ 
eld is about the best paper printed in 
a city the size of Albany in this 
country, all of which is due to the 
intelligent editorship and wise man- 
agement of Editor Henry M. Mcintosh. 

Albany nas two handsome high 
school buildings, and a splendid sys- 
tem of public schools. Then there 
are the Georgia locomotive works 
headed by Atlanta capitalists. 

There are four good hotels, and 
soon another .arge modern hotel will 
be built te accommodate the travel- 
ling publis. The city of Albany owns 
her public utilities, her water and 
lighting plants, and saves her citizens 
about $10,000 in rates by the plan. Al- 
bany’s tax rate, of course, is less than 
that of other cities not owning public 
utilities. 

A first-class terminal station is go- 
ing to be built, the city furnishing the 
site, the railroads agreeing to bulld.

Edward L. Trudeau, Man of

Hamilton W. Mabie writes an inter- 
esting article about the work of Dr.

“HIGH MOUNTAIN” SCENE 
REPEATED IN REAL LIFE 


After hanging for over two hours to 
a sheer and slippery bluff on Stone 
mountain with the momentary danger 
of being 4ashed to the ravine 1100 
feet below, H. Earl Plowden, the 10- 
year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. J. Wil- 
liam Plowden, of 123 East averue, At- 
lanta, was finally rescued at 1 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, from an awful 
death by the heroic efforts of W. P. 
Humphries, who had himself lowered, 
by means of a rope, 1,025 feet down 
the face of the cliff and hauled the 
little lad to safety. 

Baril, who was one of a party of 
picnickers of the Jackson Fill Bap- 
tist church, had strayed away from his 
comrades and, in attempting to return 
from the top of the mountain, had 
started to climb down the precipitous 
side instead of taking the gradual 
slope. Slipping and falling, he had 
descended half the distance when he 
finally found himself lodged in a small 
niche, unable to retrace his steps and 
with a deep ravine before him. The 
boy, who is the mascot of the Jackson 
Hl Baraca bail team, was wearing 
his baseball suit and a pair of tennis 
shoes. It was due to the rubber soles 
on the shoes that he was able to hold 
his place in the niche until rescued. 

A negro, working in the fields below, 


“was the first to discover young Pliow- 


den in his precarious position. After 
firsti yelling to the boy to keep per- 
fectly still, the negro spread the news 
and a rescue party was quickly or-

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EXTRAVAGANCES OF KAISER 
RAISE STORM OF PROTESTS 


Berlin, June 11—(Special)—For some 
time past Berlin has been rather con- 
cerned over the extravagant manner 
in which the kaiser conducts himself, 
while it is asserted that formal re- 
monstrances have been addressed to 
him by several influential memberg of 
the Hohenzollern family. Matters, 
however, ate likely to reach a crisis 
over hig latest proposal to spend a sum 
of something like $5,000,000 upon the 
erection of a new opera house in Ber- 
lin. The existing opera house is one 
of the finest buildings of its kind in 
Europe, and it would scarcely seem as 
though another were required. What 
is being asked, however, is where the 
emperor preposes to raise the necessa- 
ry money, since he has made very con- 
siderable inroads upon the vast wealth 
of his house since first he came to the 
throne. 

It is stated that for several years 
past his. annual expenditure upon the 


Berlin opera has not been less than. 
$500,000. It is plain to see that ex- 
penditure at this rate cannot last for- 
ever, and the ermperor’s subjects are 
now beginning to ask when the crash 
will come. It was estimated a short 
time ago by those in a position to 
judge that the emperor’s outgoings 
every year were considerably over 
$750,000, and they show a constant ten- 
dency to increase. 

It is expected that the battleship Er- 
sats Frithjof, which will be the eighth, 
German Dreadnought battleship,*will be 
Naunched from the Schichau at Danzig 
on June 18, by Prince Ejitel Frederick 
of Prussia. This is a battleship of 
the 1909 financial program, the con- 
struction of which was begun before 
the end of the previous eyar. The of- 
fieial date of completion is April, 1912, 
that is just over twenty-one months 
after the launching. The last German 
Dreadnought battleShip completed, the 
Posen, went to sea less than twelve 
months after she was launched.

IMMIGRATION BARS PUT UP 
BY DOMINION OF CANADA 


London, June 11.—(Bpecial.)—Some- 
thing like consternation has been 
caused among those philanthropists 
who had thought they had found the 
solution for the problem of the unem- 
ployed by shipping all those out of 
work to Canada. 

Already arrangements had been 
made to send thousands, but now comes 
the. Canadian government With a no- 
tice that the bars are up, and that 
emigrants financially assisteqd out of 
public or charitable funds will only be 
allowed to land in Canada if he is 
“suited for, willing to accept, and for 
whom a position at farm work has been 
guaranteed from Canada.” 

The governmem of that dominion 
wants farm workers, not men to swell 
the ranks of the unemployed in the 
big towns. This order especially 


strikes at such organizations as the 
Londonm Central Unemployed Body, 
which has been arranging to send out 
large batches of men who cannot find 
work in London, and who presumably 
would be unsuited for farm laber. 
Strong representations have been made 
without effect to the Canadian govern- 
ment, and a batch of 150 selected emi- 
grants from London for whom pas- 
sages had already been arranged, are 
unable to sail. 

Another line of emigration to Can- 
ada which has come in for criticism, 
and may receive a check, is the send- 
ing of poor children to the dominion to 
be bound out to service. It is alleged 
that some of these children have not 
received proper treatment in their new 
homes, and steps are being taken to 
insure the exercise of more care in the 
sending of children abroad and in look- 
ing after those who are sent.

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300,000 LONDON CHILDREN 
CLASSED AS ALCOHOLISTS 


London, June 11.—(Special.)—Mr. F. 

. Mackereth declared at a recent 
meeting of the Women’s Total Absti- 
nence Union, at Vauxhall, that there. 
must be, according to his calculations, 
about 2,000,000 children who drank al- 
cohol. 

In one school alone, he said, it was 
found that 40 per cent of the children 
drank alcohol regularly. If the same 
proportion obtained all round there 
must be some 800,000 child-drinkers in 
London. This was an enormous danger 
to the national life. 

Of all the countries in Europe, only 


Norway and Sweden seemed to be free 
from the practice, and startling figures 
came from al] over the world, the pro- 
portion in New York being, it was 
stated, 58 per cent.

YICAN REFUGEE 
GAGGED AND BOUND 


Magazine Writer ‘Tells 
- Tales of Horror. 


Before Rules Committee of the 
House J. K. Turner Relates 
Experiences ----Men Forced 
Back Without Warrant. 


Washington, June 11—Charges that 
Mexican political refugees in the 
United States were kidnaped and an 
e@fort made to forcibly carry them 
into Mexico were made by John Ken- 
neth Turner, a magazine writer, be- 
fore the rules committee of the house 
today in the hearing on the resolution 
of Representative Wilson, of Pennsyl- 
vania, which proposes a congressional 
investigation of the subject. 

Mr. Turner charged that officers of 
the United States Secret Service, im- 
migration officials, soldiers of the 
United States regular army, customs 
officials of this country and lecal po- 
lice in many cities had been working 
in conjunction with the authorities of 
Mexico to bring about the return of 
Mexican political refugees to Mexico 
where they might be thrown into 
prison. 
A Printer Kidnaped. 

Mr. Turner. related instances in 
which he said he had personally in- 
vestigated and confirmed. One was 
the case of a Mexican refugee named 
Sarabia, who was. working as a 
printer in Douglas, Ariz., in 1907. 
According to Mr. Turner’s statement 
Sarabia was seized without warrant, 
thrown in jail at Douglas by a United 
States forest ranger and at night 
forced into an automobile, gagged and 
struggling and carried across the line 
into Mexico. There he wae taken on 
horseback with. an escort of Mexican 
tro@éps on a five-days’ journey to a 
Mexican penitentiary at Hermisolie, 
Mexico. Through the efforts of 
American friends, he was brought 
back to this country and his alleged 
kidnaperg arrested and _ prosecuted, 
but were never convicted. 

Another Kidnaping Case. 

Another case of alleged kidnaping 
was cited tn the cases of Rivera and 
Manzana, two Mexicans arrested in St. 
Louis, but finally released. Mr. Tur- 
ner detailed the history of the arrest, 
trial and conviction of three leaders 
of the Mexican liberal party—Magon, 
Rivera and Villareal—political refu- 
gees, who were apprehended: in Los 
Angeles by American officers after a 
desperate fight, tried in Arizona and 
sent to the federal penitentiary at 
Florence, Ariz., for conspiracy to vio- 
late the neutrality laws of the United 
States. ~ 

All of the Mexican prisoners whom 
Mr. Turner told of were held in Ameri- 
can jails, he said, frequently without 
charges being file@ against them, and 
often without their friends or attor- 
neys being able to see them.

“Oh, a couple of hundred. When does 
he get in with it?” 

That was the clue. The inspector 
camped along the sound, played fan- 
tan with the Chinese and poker with 
business men. One day he marked a 
cross on a map indicating a point half 
way between Point Defiance and Olym- 
pia. 

“In ten days, at noon, we'll take 
‘Larry’ Kelly at this place,” he said 
quietly to his fellow officer, “and he 
will not have time to throw the ‘dope’ 
overboard.” 

At 11:55 o’clock in the morning ten 
days later they darted from the shore 
in a launch and overhauled Kelly as 
he idled along in. his sloop. Five hun- 
dred pounds of opium was found in 
the hold. 

“Are you going to fight it, Kelly?’ 
they asked. 

“No, what’s the use?’ You've got me 
at last,’’ he replied. “But I kept you 
guessing for awhile.’’ 

That was the first time Kelly was 
arrested. He served two years at Mc- 
Neil’s Island. The second time he es- 
caped on the way to the prison by 
jumping through a window of a pas- 
senger coach while being taken from 
Sumas to Tacoma. The next time he 
“Sumped” his bond for $700, and re- 
turned to the profitable but dangerous 
game. 

Kelly has served seven years in the 
McNell’s Island and other penitenti- 
aries for smuggling. It cost the fed- 
eral government several thousand dol- 
jars to apprehend him each time and 
each capture has been but a new lies- 
son to Kelly in evading the customs of- 
figials. #

this country the price has increased to 
$50 a pound and is advancing steadily 
in the Sound country.

JUSTICE OF JUSTICES 
HAS STIRRED ENGLAND 


London, June il—Bvery now and 


of its lethargy on the subject of the: 
administration of the “poor man’s 
courts” by some particularly flagrant 
example of the stupidity of the un- 
paid justices of the peace who admin- 
ister the law all over England, except 
in the largest towns. Just now the 
public is going through one of its peri- 
odical paroxysms on account of the 
case of Charles Bulbeck and the Hay- 
ward’s Heath justices, 

Charles Bulbeck is 18 years old. He 


the top of his class in school. His 
father is a steady, respectable man 
employed by the village blecksmith at 
Hayward’s Heath, a village near Lon- 
don. A few weeks ago Mrs. Bulbeck 
told Charlie one evening that he would 
have to fetch some coal next 
morning, and fearing that he would 
be late for. school he stole a lump of 
coal valued at 10 cents from the yard 
of a neighboring contractor. A police- 
man saw him, he was arrested and the 
justices sentenced him to be birched 
and then to be sent for six yeras to 
ah industrial school, which is nothing 
but a prison for boys. 

The ferocity of the sentence attract- 
ed so much attention that it was dis- 
cussed in parliament and the home 
secretary; was forced to quash the 
sentence and return the boy to his 
parents. 

But nothing has been done by the 
authorities in any way to indicate that 
they believe the Hayward’s Heath jus- 
tices are not ideal persons to sit in 
judgment on tHelr fellows and it is not 
likely that anything will be done. 
After a while the public. will go to 
sleep again and will slumber on until 
some other scandal awakens {ft for a 
few days. 

The trouble is that England has out- 
grown the system of unpaid justices. 
In the old days the justices were the 
country gentlemen, the squires, and the 
noblemen of the district, with perhaps 
the local parson thrown in if he was 
aman of sufficient social standing and 
of an age that guaranteed discretion. 
Now the appointment has been made 
one o fthe minor rewards of political 
activity and the local radical or tory 
spouter, the leader in the dissenting 
chapel, the loudest teetotal reformer 
and the small tradesman who has made 
money sit on the Bench with the squire 
and overrule him in most things. The 
chief fault of the old style. magis- 
trates was that they were inclined to 
be a little hard on preachers and 
tramps, but they tempered justice 
with mercy in dealing with their ten- 
ants whose history and circumstatices 
they knew. The new men in many 
cases seem to have sought 4 seat on 
the bench to put their particular fads 
or opinions into operation. 

Then, as a rule, the new magistrates 
know nothing of law. They have not 
even the general culture possessed by 
their predecessors, and often they find 
themselves umable to understand the 
complicated legal verbiage of the acts 
of parliament they are supposed to ad- 
minister. As a result of this, they often 
rely pitiably on the police superintend- 
ent of the district and docilely obey 
his directions. In the Hayward’s Heath 
case it turns out that the combination

In giving this informa- 
tion privately, and not from the wit- 
ness box under oath, the superintend- 
ent also acted illegally, and the mag- 
istrates were equally outside the law 
in accepting and acting on this irregu- 
lar evidence. 

In spite of these disclosures, the re- 
lease of Charley Bulbeck is the only 
result of the agitation. Nothing has 
been said about the other boys who 
have gone from Hayward’s Heath to 
industrial schools, or the hundreds 
who have probably suffered from sim- 
idar illegalities in other parts of the 
country. The magistrates think they 
have been badly treated, and it doesn’t 
seem to occur to them that it is up to 
them to resign and confine their ener- 
gies to street preaching or selling 
groceries. 

No one denies that a leaven of local 
knowledge and association is a good 
thing on the magistrate’s bench, but it 
is generally conceded now that a little 
legal knowledge is also a good thing. 
The most practical suggestion yet 
made for the reform of the bench is 
the appointment of trained lawyers as 
paid stipendiary magistrates to sit as 
chairmen of the boards of justice. Such 
men could be appointed for large dis- 
tricts covering perhaps a dozen of the 
present areas, and, ag the justices sit 
only once a week or once a fortnight 
in the country districts, such a man 
could easily be present at every sitting 
in his district and keep the local men 
in check. In case of a majority of a 
bench overruling the stipendiary, he 
would be in a position to draw the at- 
tention of, the proper authorities 
promptly to any miscarriage of justice. 

Of course, in London and the other 
large towns there is no such problem. 
The police courts there are staffed by 
lawyers who are well paid, and appoin- 
ed for life.

Washington, June 11.—( Special. )— 
The return of Theodore Roosevelt to 
the United States promises to be al- 
most as great an event in the political 
world as a presidentia! election.

Everywhere 
there is uncertainty as to what he will 
Go and what he will say. Everybody 
hes an eagerness to know. 

The ex-president is scheduled to 
land in New York on Saturday, June 
18. After the day’s exercises he wil] 
g° immediately to his home at Oyster 
Bay, N. Y. From that time on any- 
thing in the shape of a news item 
with that magic date line will be 
eagerly scanned. , 

None of the politicians in Washing- 
ton believe that Mr. Roosevelt will 
make any important political utterance 
immediately on arrival. They expect 
him to receive and talk with hundreds 
of visitors and guests at Oyster Bay, 
and there is no question but there 
will be any number of callers eager 
and anxious to give him information 
on political happenings of the past 
year, colored according to their point 
of view. 


Roosevelt Hungry for Information. 
Senator Elihu Root and Gifford Pin- 


chot met the ex-president on the other 
side and have already advised him of 
recent political happenings. Despite 
this, Mr. Roosevelt is reported to be 
“hungry for information.” 

Republican leaders are pinning large 
hopes of success in the congressional 
elections of this fall on Mr. Roosevelt 
sounding a bugle call.

nel Alexander P. Moore, the Pittsburg. 
newspaper publisher, who declared re- 
cently that a gigantic conspiracy had 


i been hatched to minimize the New York 


reception to Colonel] Roosevelt. 

Colonel Moore is in New York at 
present making arrangements for the 
western Pennsylvania delegation, near- 
ly 5,000 strong. who will come here 
from Pittsburg in special trains next 
Friday night to assist in welcoming 
the famous American to his native 
shores. 

To Outdo Foreign Nations. 

‘IT have no quarrel with the New 
York committee on arrangements,” said 
Colonel Moore tonight. “Perhaps they 
know best what New York wants to do 
for Colone] Roosevelt, but my opinion 
is that after the great tributes of for- 
eign capitals, we Americans ought to 
outdo the foreign receptions, if for no 
other reason for native pride or patri- 
otic jealousy. 

“No plans can be too big, no ar- 
rangements too vast, and no recep- 
tion too great for Colane! Roosevelt. 
It would be a sad lack, indeed, if this 
distinguished fellow citizen should be 
allowed to return to his native land 
and settle down among his fellow citi- 
zens with no other honor paid him 
save a parade in the city of New York, 
witnessed by residents of New York 
and by-such out-of-town persons who 
could afford the time and money to 
travel to the metropolis. There is to 
be no great civic, state or national dis- 
Play, whereas, in the foreign capitals 
persons of royal and noble blood vied 
with one another to pay homage to our 
former president. 

Nation-Wide Tour Suggested. 

“t may bea fact that famillarity with 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt has les- 
lened in the minds of some the great- 
ness and importance of the man. I 
sincerely hope this is not the case. 

“It is not alone my opinion that 
something more than an initial.dem- 
onstration in New York ought to be 
done in greeting to Colonel Roosevelt. 
In the past month I have been in cor- 
respondence with newspaper publish- 
ers throughout the United States ana I 
find that sentiment is universial for a 
sort of triumphal tour for the former 
president through the country. The 
idea is to show the world what Ameri- 
ca can do in the way of honoring a 
distinguished home-comer when she 
tries. 

Will Be Asked to Make Tour. 


“When Colone! Roosevelt arrives 
here the proposition will be put up to 
him. If he will acquiesce, and I have 
mo reason to believe he will not, the 
arrangements will be started at once 
for a wgseries of grand demonstrations 
in varloug cities the country over 
which the tour will be made. 

“Publishers with whom I have been 
in communication have gone no fur- 
ther than to fall in with the sugges- 
tion that the tour be made. No def- 
inite route hes been suggested; no 
details have been. worked out and 
nothing has been done toward plan- 
ning a demonstration in any other city 
outside of New York. 

“It would see a good plan t6 give 
the whole country a show. The east, 
west, north and south, all want to 
show regard for the former president.

BACON SAYS THE STATES 
SHOULD HANDLE QUESTION 


Administration, to Avert Com- 
plete Defeat, Insists Upon In- 
sertion of Paragraph Pro- 
viding for’ Commission to In- 
vestigate Railroad Capitaliza- 
tion---Democrats Will Fight.

Washington, June 11.—(Special.)— 
The administration, in an effort to 
save its face and to avert a complete 
defeat on the stocks-and-bonds pro- 
visions of the railroad bill, is urging 
the appointment of a commission to in- 
vestigate the subject of railroad cap- 
italization and report to the next ses- 
sion of congress a method to prevent 
the watering of securities of common 
carriers. 

At a conference held at the white 
house today this matter was threshed 
out, after the conferees on the bill had 
told the president the impossibility of 
getting the old stock-and-bond para- 
graphs restored. 

Repugrant to Democrats. 

The commission plan is as repugnant 
to democrats as the original propo- 
sition of government control of rail- 
road capitalization. 

Bacon and Bailey and other leaders 
insist that this is a matter over which 
the federal government ean exercise 
no control; that it belongs exclusively 
t> the state which creates the corpora- 
tion. 

They will fight the new proposal as 
vigorously as the old, even if it means 
prolonging the session of congress. 
This does not mean that they would 
not regulate the issuance of securities 
by railroad corporations, but simply 
that the federal government has no 
right to do it. ’ 

Bacon Talks of Report. 

In discussing the report of the con- 
ference held at the white house to- 
day on this subject, Sehator Bacon re- 
called the fact that when a representa- 
tive from Bibb in the Georgia legisla- 
ture he introduced one of the most 
stringent bills on this subject ever 
drawn. It passed the house, but was 
defeated in the senate. The Central of 


Georgia allroad was being reor- 
ganized at the time and it was repre- 
sented that serious embarrassment 
would result to many stockholders in 
Georgia if the bill became a law while 
the reorganization was in progress. 
{nterested capitalists from New York 
vigorously fought the measure and 
convinced the senate committee that 
it was too drastic. 
Matter for Various States. 

Senator Bacon thinks the various 
States should handle this question 
vigvrously and that they have the 
power to handle it effectively, but that 
the congress has no such power. Be- 
cause some states do not choose to 
exercise the power is no reason, he in- 
sists, why the fedéral government can 
arrogate to itsélf the ryght to do so. 
Senator Bacon has on his desk the 
Georgia laws on this subject, which 
he will read to the senate when. he 
next speaks. 

Thus it appears that the opposition 
of the democrats to this bill differs 
radically from that of republican op- 
ponents. The only democrat who fa- 
vors the commission idea is Senator 
Newlands. 

The railroads do not want a com- 
mission to investigate this subject of 
capitalization, fearing it will mean the 
continual agitation of the railroad 
question. 

There were present at the conference 
Speaker Cannon, Senators Elkins and 
Aldrich and Representative Mann and 
Attorney Gcneral Wickersham. 

It is understood that the president 
has receded from his position in regard 
to the time for the suspension of al- 
lewed unreasonable rates by the inter- 
state commerce commission and that 
the bill, as it comes from the con- 
ference, will fix the time at ten 
months.

HIDEOUS MURDER MYSTERY 
PUZZLES ITALIAN POLICE

Discovery of Mrs. Charlton’s Death Reveals Faet That 
She Was on Her Wedding 
Trip. 


Milan, June 11.—(Specia) Cable.)—A 
mystery which rivals the product of 
the imagination confronts the Italian 
police in the strange death of Mra. 
Mary Scott Castle Charlton, whose 
bruised and beaten body lies in the 
morgue at Como. Found in a trunk 
in the bottom of Lake Como, whither 
no one had seen it borne, this newest 
intrigue or murder holds all the ele- 
ments which usually characterize the 
work of the Sicilian mafia. 

Similar to Miss Reid’s Death. 

The death of Mrs. Charlton is simi- 
lar to that of Miss Estelle Reid, the 
American girl, who was killed several 
weeks ago and whose death mystery 
has not yet been unraveled. Through 
fear of the power of the silent and 
avenging mafia the police will not ad- 
mit that they hold this terrible band 
responsibie. However, it is evident from 
indications and developments of the day 
that the strange agency which brought 
ee “riton to her death is suspected 
by the authorities here to be linked 
with the Sicilian society. When I ar~ 
rived in Milan today the body of Mrs. 
Chariton lay in the public morgue at 
Como, 30 miles from this city. The 
American colony here is vastly excited 
and well may it be for, since the 
murder of two American women in 
such a short time, fear has grown to 


such an extent that many American 
women here are preparing to leave 
Italy entirely, rather than be exposed 
constantly to an unseen and unknown 
danger.

The courtroom was packed to 
overflowing, and it was openly threat- 
ened that if Daniel was fined and, re- 
fusing to pay, should be sentenced to 
work on the streets, he would not be 
allowed by his friends to do Sp. 

Immediately after the trial Professor 
Daniel's friends found vent for their 
feelings by getting up a petition look- 
ing to the impeachment of Mayor 
Humphries. On yesterday it was stated 
that some forty names have been se- 
cured to the petition. 

On the other hand, the friends of 
Mayor Humphries are just as strong in 
their support of his actions in the 
matter. They claim that, while the is- 
suance of building permits has not 
herétofore been strictly attended to, 
Professor Daniel should have secured 
one when he found that it was likely 
to cause trouble. The mayor, they 
claim was acting in the best of faith 
and following the only course which 
was left open to him under the circum- 
stances. 
' After the case against Daniel had 
been concluded the city council held a 
tpecial session and unanimously voted 
to grant him a permit for the store. 

His Friends Not Mollified. 

Apparently, however, this has not 
mollified the friends of Professor Dan- 
lel, who believe that his arrest was 
not only unwarranted and uncalled 
for, but a disgrace to his g@od name. 
Tiuis being the case, they freely express 
the sentiment that nothing short of the 
mayor's impeachment will satisfy them. 

Professor Danielis reticent about the 
matter, but states that he would have 
taken out a building permit had not 
the city clerk told him that it wag un- 
necessary. He states further that the 
clerk said that he had issued only two 
such permits since his tenure of office 
began, notwithstanding the fact that 
more than forty houses had been erect- 
ed inside the city limits. 

It is stated, however, thatthe major- 
ity of these houses were residences, 
and that there would have been no 
complaint about the permit had not 
the building been intended for a store 
in a locality where no others are lo- 
eated. 

In spite of the fact that the matter 
is apparently closed, at least for the 
present, so far as legal proceedings go, 
neither side hag apparently lost any 
of the bitterness which marked the 
Quarrel when it first began. Those 
in charge of the petition to impeach 
the mayor are doing everything in their 
power to secure further s#égnatures, 
while the mayor's friends are standing 
staunchly behind him and assuring him 
of their continued support.

Statement by Mrs. Charliton’s Brother. 

New York, June 11.—(Special.)—'‘l 
am now convinced that my sister, Mrs. 
Porter Charlton, is dead, but I accuse 
no man; I am ignorant of any mo- 
tive and I have no information which 
would help me to solve the mystery.” 

That was the statement made to- 
night by Captain Henry Harrison Scott, 
U. S. A., brother of Mrs. Mary Scott 
Castle Chariton, the American woman 
whose dead body was found in a trunk 
at the bottom of lake Como in Italy 
and whose mysterious death has 
shocked the world. 

Captain Scott got his first intimation 
of his sister’s death from the news- 
papers and it was not until today that 
he received confirmation. Situated at 
Fort H. G. Wright, on an island 20 
miles from New London, he is com- 
pletely out of touch with the world, 
for he can be reached only by long- 
distance "phone or wireless. Fort H. 
G. Wright is at the eastern extremity 
of Long Island, the nearest town being 
New London, Conn., across the Long Is- 
land sound. 

“For 20 hours I have been attempt- 
ing to conjure up in my brain some 
solution for this tragedy,” said Cap- 
tain Scott. “At first I relied upon the 
hope that the dead woman was not 
my sister, but I felt strangely certain 
all along that it was she. Before sail- 
ing for Europe she told me that she 
and her husband intended visiting in 


There was at one time talk of theM Italy and they mentioned Como as 


one of the spots where they anticipated 
spending some time in a quiet cottage 
by the lake side. 

Received Letter From Sister. 

“T have not seen my sister for some 
months. I never saw her present hus- 
band, Porter Chariton, son of Judge 
Paul Chariton, of Washington and 
Baltimore. I was not present at the 
wedding. Not that I objected to the 
marriage, but because it was a very 
quiet affair and I did not feel called 


upon to attend. Last morth I received 
two ljetters, one from Mr. Charlton, and 
the other from my sister. Both were 
dated April 16, and postmarked New 
York. The letters told of the wedding. 
They said they were sailing, either 
on that day or the following day, for 
Europe. My memory is a little at fault 
as to the date. They planned to 
spend three years abroad, going first 
to Italy, where they intended living 
for some -months. From Italy they 
were going to France, remaining in 
Paris some time. From Paris they 
were going to Switzerland, and thence 
to Austro-Hungary. They spoke par- 
ticularly of remaining in Germany for 
a long time. They outlined a trip 
which would take three years to make 
and they planned something for every 
week of those three years. I was not 
in New York when they sailed, but I 
sent them a message wishing them 
happiness and a good voyage. 

“I received a letter or so from 
abroad, but nothing containing the 
Slightest hint or indication that danger 


confronted either my sister or her hus- 


band. 

“The news that she was dead came 
like a thunderbolt. I was amazed and 
horrified. I could not believe it at 
first. However, there can be no doubt 
of it now. 

“Try as I may, I cannot conjure up 


a single motive for the murder of the’ 


girl. While Mr. Charlton was well- 
to-do and they took considerable money 
abroad with.them, my sister is not what 
you would term rich. I do not think 
that she had sufficient money and 
jewelry upon her person to tempt 
murderous thieves. 


All a Deep, Dark Mystery. 


‘It is all a deep, black mystery to 
me, and I hope that the Italian au- 
thorities solve it very quickly and bring 
the guilty persons to justice. So far 
nothing has been done towards bring- 
ing the remains to this gountry. I have 
received word that the _ pest mortem 
had revealed the fact that the girl was 
really murdered. I can even yet scarce- 
ly believe it.” 

Captain Scott was formerly stationed 
at Fort Hamilton, Brooklyn, but was 
transferred over a year ago to Fort 
H. G. Wright. It. was he who assisted 
his sister when she was in trouble a 
year ago, charged with attempting to 
shoot a lawyer.

Just as the noise of the Fourth of July 
sweeps from California to Maine, so 
ought the wave of rejoicing over the 
safe home-coming of ex-President 
Roosevelt do the same. No one city can 
adequately express the decree of the 
whole people.

Charged With Being One of

Memphis, Tenn., June 11.—Charged 
with being one of a number of men 
involved in an alleged robbery of cot- 
ton from railroads entering Memphis, 
Charles M. Cole, president of the C. 
M. Gole Cotton Company, of this city, 
was arrested this evening, following 
his indictment on charges of thefts to 
the amount of $27,000. Cole was re- 
leased on bond. 

As a result of the special] session of 
the grand jury today 16 indictments 
was returned, three of these being 
against Cole.

It is alleged a huge conspiracy exist- 
ed through which cotton was taken 
from the railroad warehouses and de- 
livered at different points in the city 
where the bagging was changed and 
the product resold.

FRIAR LANDS 
BEING GRABBLD 


Government Employees 
LeaseLand toT hemselves 


Large Tracts Acquired by Su- 
gar Trust Official --- Frank 
Carpenter and E. L. Wor- 
cester Involved in the Trans- 


actions. 


Washington, June 11-—Friar lands 
are again being leased to favored per- 
sons in the Philippine islands, includ- 
ing one official and the nephew of an- 
other, at from 8 cents to 20 cents an 


acre, according to a report sent to 
congress today by the war depart- 
ment in response to one of several res- 
olutions introduced by Representative 
Martin, of Colorado. The information 
is contained in a report prepared by 
Director Sleeper, of the Philippine land 
office, and it involves in the transac-~- 
tions Executive Secretary Frank W. 
Carpenter, of the Philippine commis- 
sion, and E. L. Worcester, & member 
of the commission. The report says: 

“It is said that Edward L. Poole. 
who purchased the San Jose estate in 
Mindoro, represents Mr. Welch, but the 
purchase was made in his own name.” 

Welch an Associate of Havemeyer. 

Mr. Welch, according to Mr. Martin, 
is an associate of Horace Havemeyer, 
of the American Refining Company. 

The report states that A. F. Dyer, 
“representing Mr. Dillingham,” holds 
leases fof 4,901 hectares of Philippine 
lands, which includes 3,287 hectarts 
on the Calamga estate. <A hectare is 
two and one-half acres. Mr. Dilling- 
ham, according ‘to Martin, holds large 
sugar interests in Hawaii that are 
amalgamated with the so-called sugar 
turst. Mr. Thayer, “representing Mr. 
Dillingham,” the report adds, also has 
applied to purchase 1,200 hectares of 
Santa Rosa estate, all 6f which land 
is now vacant. 

The report shows a special lease to 
Emilio Aguinaldo of 1,050, hectares on 
the Imus estate and 2,067 hectares on 
the Tala estate to Frank W. Carpen- 
ter. 

All of the special. leases, reports the 
Philippine government, are “for the 
express pllrpose of extending cultiva- 
tion om unoccupied tracts of friar 
lands, on which the government Is pay- 
ing 4 per cent interest each year.” 

Carpenter Leases Land to Himself. 

“Frank W..Carpenter, the executive 
secretary of the islands,” said Repre- 
sentative Martin today, “is shown by 
this report to have feased himself 5,000 
acres at 8 cents a month per acre, with 
a right to all the rest of the estate 
as fast as it becomes vacant. These 
leases are really options ¢o acquire. 

“mE. L. Worcester, the nephew of Sec- 
retary of the Interior Dean C. Worces- 
ter, of the Philippine government, the 
department in charge of the govern- 
ment lands, has acquired 3,000 acres for 
twenty-five years at 20 cents an *acre 
a year. F. L. Poole, who bought the 
San Jose estate for the Havemeyers, is 
now shown to be buying public lands 
in Mindoro for two California corpora- 
tions. I have other information that 
goes to show that the officials of the 
Philippine government, including the 
interior department and the public land 
bureau, have sold themselves Philip- 
pine lands.”

Suggestion Is Made. 

Major Houston wrote Mr. Casady, en- 
closing a letter from Mr. Clark Howell, 
making the following suggestion as to 
time and place of presentation: 

“On July 22, the anniversary of the 
battle of Atlanta. I am to entertain 
the survivors of the Forty-second 
Georgia regiment at a barbecue at my 
new country summer home, built, as 
you know, on the battlefield of Peach- 
tree creek and just at the point where 
Thomas crossed with fifty thousand 
men to meet Hood. Within almost a 
stone’s throw ftom the hilltop on 
which my house is located, eight 
thousand men were killed and wounded 
in one of the biocodiest encounters of 
the cftvil wear. 

‘It was the opening engagement of 
the battle of Atianta, which ended two 
days later. ,. In all probability Captain 
Collson was in that engagement, unless 
he was with McPherson's or Schofield’s 
corpse in the direction of Decatur. 

“At any rate, it will be most ap- 
propriate to have Captain Collson here 
that day, and I am sure he will be 
given a most cordial reception by the 
men who stood in line in front of him 
then. 

Pht rng hy I was too young to 
participate in the activities of those 
dreadful days, being then less than a 
year o14, but I am old enough now 
to know and express the sentiments of 
all our people when I say that such 
men and such deeds as those for which 
Captain Collson stood are an inspira- 
tion to all of us, and if Captain Collison 
should conclude to come and bring the 
Bible with him, I am sure he wil! fee!

of the trip.”

Captain Collison Writes. 

The letter from Captain Collson was 
as follows: 

“My Dear Colonel Houston: I will 
send you this line to let you know 
how I appreciate your kindness in 
locating the Bible to the one I think 
will appreciate it. 

“I hope when she gets through with 
it she will leave it with the Daughters 
of the Confederacy, to be kept by them 
in the archives of their lodge. I will 
write you later and tell you more fully 
my position in that fight.

The letter instructed Wright to de- 
‘iver up the money to an individual 
wearing a red rose in his coat lapel, 
whom he should meet Saturday night at 
6 o'clock at McAdams’ store, 
of Bellwood avenue 
street.

The letter told Wright that 
brought along a policeman on the 
trip to the store, the consequences 
\,vuld be fatal to him. Upon failure 
to come at all, the letter said his 
household would be subjected to mid- 
night attacks. 

“On the first night—Saturday night— 
the Black-Hander stated that a visit 
would be made to Wright's house at 
midnight, when he would be “scared 
out of his skin.” A rock thrown 
through the window would be the sig- 
nal. 

But the midnight attack 414 not 
materialize either, at least on the first 
night, according to latest reports from 
the Wright home. 

Wright called up Assistant Chief of 
Police Jett over the telephone and 
consulted with him about the threat. 
He was given permission to freely use 
a shotgun iff any foolishness started. 

Federal authorities will probably, be 
acquainted with the case and take up 
the hunt for the Black-Hander for 
sending the letter by mail. The liet- 
ter is written on ordinary writing 
paper and gives mo clew to the writer's 
identity. 

Mr. Wright is a highly respected cit- 
izen of Bellwood. He is a mechanic 
in the plow factory, and why he 
should be singled.out as a millionaire- 
in-the-rough by the Black-Hander is 


puzzling him.

AGAINST BAILIFFS 


Railroads Will Not Dis- 
charge Men Who Tes- 
tify Against Lenders. 


In connection with the investigation 
of the money-lending business in At- 
lanta two bailiffs of justice of the 
peace courts have been indicted by the 
Grand jury on the charge of extortion, 
and a third bailiff on the charge of 
larceny after trust. 

C. W. Hopkins, bailiff in the 14224 
militia district, is charged with having 
extorted, under color of office, $2.50 
from Fannie Rowell. 

W. W. Rogers, bailiff in the 469th 
district, is charged with having ex- 
terted $3.89 from T. H. Carmichael, 
who tendered that amount in payment 
of a ciaim held by Thomas Reed, a 
money-lender, Carmichael having been 
arrested and brought before the jus- 
tice of the peace. 

Rogers says that the money was 
turned over immediately to Reed, and 
that the indictment was based upon a 
misunderstanding or upon a wrong 
presentation of facts. 

' Taneaster Indicted, * 

C. M. Lancaster, alreaay charged with 
®everal offences, is the third bailiff 
who was indicted. He is charged with 


larceny after trust; and the bill says 
(hat J. D. Stewart gave to Lancaster 
$3.50 to pay a debt of Stewart's to 
Cary Code; and that Lancaster ‘‘did 
ffaudulenily convert the same to his 
own uses.” 

The number of true bills already 
found indicates that the examination 
into the money-lending business by the 
grand jury will be as sweeping and as 
thorough as the grand jury can make 
it, and the indictment of the bailiffs

Aside from exposing the usury of 
the money-lending business, the pres- 
ent investigation may result in the or- 
ganization of a Legal Aid Society for 
the handling of small loans on easy 
terms; and eventually a bank conduct- 
ed on the same lines.

TRIAL OF PHILLIPS. 


ON NEXT THURSDA 


— | 


Another Man May Be 
Brought Into Case by 
Defense. 


The trial of D. R. Phillips, accused 
of the murder of Watchman W. H. 
Holland, which has Been set for next 
Thursday, may bring forth a number 
of sensational developments, due to 
the effort of the defense, which will 
seek not only to clear PhiNips, but 
also, it ig understood, to bring into the 
case an entirely different person as the 
probable murderer of the dead man. 

The line of defense has been fore- 
shadowed, and it is understood that a 
chain of evidence has been gathered to 
show that greater motive for the crime 
existed between Holland and the man 
in question than between Phillips and 
Holland, and the attorneys for the de- 
fense will attempt to prove this by a 
number of strong facts. 

Another Man in Case. 

The defense hopes to establish the 
proximity of the man in question to the 
scene of the crime on the night of the 
murder, and to show that there existed 
between the man and Hollang an én- 
mity which extended over a period of 
ten or twelve years, during which Hol- 
land and his wife ang the other man 
lived in the same smal] town some dis- 
tance from Atlanta. This enmity, ac- 
cording to the hypothesis of the de- 
fense, had its root in family differ- 
ences, and was increased by the sus- 
picion of an existing intimacy be- 
tween Holland's wife and the man in 
question. They hope to add weight to 
the evidence by showing that even if 
Phillips were bound to the woman by 
uny improper relation, the death of 
Holland would remove no barrier, be- 
cause he himself had a wife and chil- 
dren. 

Further, it is understood an effort 
will be made to show that the murder, 
supposed te have been committed after 
2 o'clock, was really committed be- 
tween 12 p. m. and 2 a. m., and in sup- 
port of this theory evidence may be a4d- 
duced to show that the hours between 
12 and 2 were the time when the plant 
and surrounding territory were most 
Silent and deserted; that prior to that 
various employees were on all sides, 
but that at 2 o'clock, after a period 
of inactivity, work was again started 
in making up morning trains on the 


plant; that during all times except 

from 12 to 2, anywhere from ten to 

fifty or more employees were at all 

times near enough to be startled by a 

gunshot, which would have made it dif- 

ficult for the murderer to escape. 
Did Murderer Pull Boxestf 

Further effort may be made to prove 
that the signal boxes, which registered 
at 2 a. m., were not pulled by Holland 
himself, but by the murderer, an hour 
Or so after he had shot Holland down, 
indicating an entire knowledge on the 
Part of the murderer not only of the 
Plant, the time of quiet and the time 
when many people worked nearby, but 
also an intimate knowledge of Hol- 
fand’s habits. 

In addition to this, the defense may 
bring forward a number of smaller 
happenings which might have tended 
to increase the enmity between Hol- 
land and the man in question, even 
Since the arrival of the two in Atlanta. 

In contradiction of the sworn testi- 
mony of the woman who stated on oath 
that the gun found secreted on the 
premises of the ice plant four or five 
days after the murder, was Phillips’ 
property, it is understood the defense 
will introduce five or six witnesses 
who will swear that Phillips never 
owned a gun. 

The case will be the most interesting 
that has been heard in Atlanta in some 
time; and, fin the Opinion of a well- 
known judge, all scrapping and pro- 
longed technica] discussions as to 
whether it was justifiable homicide, 
and so forth, will be absolutely elim- 
inated, as the killing was just Plain 
murder, the only question being, “Who 
is the guilty man?”

LITTLE. CHILDREN OF ATLANTA ARE BEING TAUGHT 


OUT OF PLAY 
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P Playground 


Since the opening of the public play- 
Srounds in the oity, the children of 
Atlanta have fully demonstrated their 
pleasure and interest in the opportu- 
nities for wholesome play afforded 
them. The average attendance each 
day is about two hundred at each 
playground. Sometimes even larger 
numbers may be found at play. Dr. 
Theodore Toepel, director of the play- 
grounds, say they have “gone wild’ 
Over the various kinds of apparatus 
which form a part of the playground 
equipment. 

“The children at present are so de- 
lighted with the playgrounds that we 
have not even tried to go into organ- 
ized play yet,” Dr. Toepel said. “In a 
little while the children will become 
used to the various things, and then 
we will begin to organize games. In 
the organized play comes the most ed- 
ucational benefit; but from all is ‘de- 
rived the benefit and advantage that a 
sound body gives. The games and 
play are all outdoorg where there is 
Plenty of sunshine and plenty of air; 
the little lungs can grow and expand 
healthily, and there ig enough room for 
on the playground which they would 


real exercises that will strengthen 


limbs and muscles. 
Location of Playgrounds, 

The playgrounds are located as fol- 
lows: 

At corner of Hunt and Linden 
streets, Miss Viola L. Parks, director; 
the Fair street schoolyard, under the 
Girection of Miss Kate Gresham; 
Springvale, in Inman Park, under the 
direction of Miss Cora Cheshire; Joyner 
park, on North avenue, between Mari- 
etta and Luckie streets, under the di- 
rection of Miss Lucy V. Haris; Grant 
park, at corner of Sydney and Park 
streets, under the direction of Miss 
Fannie Spahr; Mimg park, in the first 
ward, Miss Nellie C. Riordan, direc- 
tor; Brisbine park, on Windsor street, 
Miss Adale Carter, director; Pledmont 
park, T. R. Weems, dffector. 

All the playgroundg are equipped 
with swings for both large and small 
children; there are toboggan slides, 
which are very popular; and the circle 
swing affords amusement for every 
child that goes to the playgrounds. 
The children seem to like the circle 
swing particularly well: There are see- 
saws, joggling boards, jumping appa- 
ratus, sand courts, for small and large 
children, and springboards. In some 
of the parks there are wading pools, 


which will be especially nice in the 


summer. Piedmont park has an arti- 
ficial lake which is used as a swim- 
ming pool. 

Piedmont park, Joyner park and 
Brisbine park have baseball] diamonds, 
where the boys can indulge in the na- 
tional game. Tennis courts are al- 
ready rolled in Grant park, and some 
will be made in Piedmont park. 

The parents of the children—those 
living in the more prosperous sec- 
tions—have found that they cannot in- 
ance many of their children to play 
at home any more, even though they 
equip their home yards with “play- 
things.” The community spirit creates 
a natural desire among the children to 
play where there are other children. 
The presence of the directors makes 
the parents feel that the children are 
perfectly safe, and makes of the play- 

round an altogether desirable place 
lor the children to spend their time. 

Gaide to Children. 

The directors are there merely to 
guide the children—to Nelp the chil- 
dren play by suggesting games and 
amusements and by aiding them in 
carrying out their childish plans. 

The playgrounds are educative as 
well as interesting and recreative, for 
the children; and when the organized 
play is adopted more largely, the little 
folk will begin to learn many things 
never learn in the schoolroom, and 


which are equally important. The rec- 
Ognition of play ag an educative and 
necessary factor in the development 
of the child’s mental possibilities, as 
wel] as itg physical possibilities, has 
marked a big step forward; and the 
effects of this stride are just begin- 


ning to be noted. 

The movement is of inestimable 
value, and it has been apparent that 
what will help the white children wi) 
help the colored children. Arrange- 
ments have been made for a play- 
ground for negro children. It will be 
located on the old Turner Tabernacle 
lot On Yonge street, between Decatur 
street and Edgewood avenue The 
schoo] board has .bought that lot and 
the park commission will equid ft as 
a playground. The director will be a 
negro. The negroes are interested in 
the plan, and those who propose to 
carry ft out feel that it will be much 
better for the darky children to be on 
the playground under the direction of 
a conscientioug negro woman than that 
they should be allowed to lotter on 
the streets, where they get into mis- 
chief and are often arrested. Alice 
Carey will be in charge of the colored 
playgroind. The negroes want another 
playground for the children of their 
race on the west side of the city, and, 
“4 possible, one will be provided for 
them.

LIFE OF FLORA 


M’ DONALD 


WHILE IN NORTH CAROLINA 


By Clare Moran. 

Celebrated as one of the most ro- 
mantic heroines in Scottish history, 
Flora MacDonald, the preserver of the 
pretender, Charles Edward Stuart, 
spent five years—1774 to 17798—-in North 
Carolina, where her name is yet 
cherished and was foremost to rouse 
her fellow countrymen there to fight 
for the king during the revolutionary 
war. Yet, strange to say, she has re- 
ceived little notice from our his- 
torians. 

A brief sketch of her life in Scotland 
may help us to understand her char- 
acter and her conduct in America. 

One of the members of the family 
of Cranranald, a sept of the clan Mac- 
Donald, Flora MacDoneld was born in 
1722 in Milton South Uist, one of the 
outer hebrides of Scotland. Soon after 
the young girl, renowned for her beau- 
ty and charm of manner, had finished 
her education in Edinburgh, Prince 
Charlies Edward Stuart, the pretender 
to the English throne, arrived in 
Scotland and aroused the loyal High- 
landers to fight his battles for him. 
The uprising against the king ended 
in the disastrous defeat of the Scots at 
Culloden, and with price of £30,000.".0n 
his head, the pretender was fo) 
hiding _ rom his enemies.

ing to financial difficulties the famity 
emigrated to América in 1774 and made 
their home in Fayetteville, N. C. Here 
they were welcomed by hundreds of 
Scotch Highlanders, principally of the 
MacDonald clan, for this state had be- 
come the mecca for these refugees 
from English cruelty. 

The fame of the heroine had gone 
before her—indeed some of the emi- 
grants had known her as a child—and 
she and her family received a cordial 
welcome. However, their dreams of 
peace were not to be realized, for war 
was now declared by the colonies 
against the mother country.

| Prominent Negro Preacher 
Makes a Striking Ad- 
dress to His Race. 


Dr. G T. Walker, of Augusta, Ga, 
one of the most prominent negro di- 
vines in the country, delivered a strong 
and practical address to a large au- 
dience of negroes at the Warren Meth- 
odist church on “Men and Women of 
the Hour.” 

Dr. Walker’s address was delivered 
in the interest of Warren church, of 
which Rev. E. H. Oliver is pastor. Dr. 
Oliver has recently made an appeal to 
the public through The Constitution 
for funds to help him in his church 
work. 

The address by the distinguished ne- 
gro speaker seconded the efforts of The 
Constitution with reference to the 
evangelization of the negro, in that 
he pleaded for a strong set of leaders 
within the negro race who would ex- 
hibit Christian character, clearness of 
moral perception and self-reliance. He 
emphasized the home, the church, the 
school and the ownership of property 
as necessary factors in the negro’s 
uplift, and declared that the church 
must adapt itself to the needs of the 
race. 

“The pulpit must tell the people less 
about walking the golden streets of 
heaven,’ he said, “and more about how 
to walk the streets of our towns; less 
about heavenly rest, and more about 
earthly work. Our people must be 
taught that self-help is, after all, the 
most valuable help. The negro must 
become his own savior and prove his 
own worthiness of citizenship. The 
negro must believe in the possibilities 
of the race. Color is no curse. Ignor- 
ance nor intelligence cannot be limited 
to color, We must contribute some- 
thing to the material wealth of our 
country. We must become benefactors 
and not content ourselves with being 
beneficiaries.”

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SOCIAL CENTER OF COMMUNITY 
IS MODEL SCHOOL IN ALABAMA 


Montgomery, Ala., June 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A rural community with all the 
refinement and culture of a eity and 
the ambitions of the most progressive 
citizenship is what one man has made 
of the neighborhood of Searcy, in the 
northern part of Butler county, re- 
mote from any large, or even small 
town. That man is Isaac E. Ward. 
teacher of the local school. He has 
given every one of the 24 active years 
of his life to it. Here ts the keynote 
of his success: “After I had gained 
the confidence of the people I had 
then to inspire them with confidence 
in themselves, for I knew that the 
only way to help people is to get 
them to help themselves.” 

Diedaining offers to go to the city 
Mr. Ward cast his lot with his own 
neighbors. He found the public school 
with practically no support, either 
from the state or the patrons. The 
bulliding was of small poles with 
cracks chinked with mud and the 
chimney made of small sticks and mud. 
Split logs set upon pegs, were the 
seats and the desks were made by in- 
serting wood pegs into the walls and 
jaying planks upon them. “The ideas 
of the people about educational mat- 
ters was as crude as the house,” says 
Mr. Ward. “In fact they were below 
the average, low as it was at that 
time, in educational matters.’ 

With the attention drawn to ae S, 
however, the residents began to keep 
step. They built a better log house 

and then a frame and:then the modern 
: ‘cho! building now in use, one of the 


best in the rural sections of the south. 
Patent desks of ‘the latest pattern 
have taken the place of the pegs and 
the planks, along with every other 
convenience needed. An active liter- 
ary society takes in the people of the 
section as well as the members of the 
school and there is a considerable 
library of the best books. “We have 
changed a backwoods and indifferent 
people into a population of culture and 
refinement, with lofty ideals,’’ says Mr. 
Ward. 
School Social Center. 


The school building, oo 4id not 
cost the state a cent, is the social 
center about which the people gather. 
There is an annual picnic there, and 
it adds each year hew s to the 
upward movement. A government de- 
monstrator comes at regular intervals 
to instruct in riculture by demon- 
stration. The children are taught the 
dignity of farming and the possibili- 
ties of making it a financial sucoess. 
Lecturers from the outside are always 
coming and addressing the people, until 
it is like a green oasis in the land 
where the farmers have had to work 
hard and have left the schools to take 
care of themselves for the most pert 

And this school, which has done so 
much, is only one of thousands In the 
machinery of the state. Children of 
the second generation are now going 
to Mr. Ward and his one gssistant, and 
in 24 years he has not failed to be at 
his post.

Tactics, He Says--- “If He 
Bores In, There Will Be a 
Dead Negro in 20 Rounds,” 
He Adds.

Ben Lomond, Cal., June 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-I have seen Jack Johnson box 
@& number of times since I came west 
and I have not only boxed with J. J. 
Jeffries, but I have practically been 
living with him for about a fortnight, 
so that I am able to make a pretty 
g00d comparison between them. »@ 

The longer I remain here the more 
convinced I become that Jeffries is 
going to have an easy time defeating 
the negro. From what I know. of 
Johnson and what I have seen of him 
I know that he is going to step into 
the ring on July 4 to get as little 
punishment as possible. Bome of his 
friends say he is better than Peter 
Jackson. That is not true. Jackson 
was not only a terrible slugger, but 
he could stand up under the most 
gruelling treatment. I don’t belleve 
Johnson can do that. 

When Johnson is in the ring with an | 
inferior fighter he forces the milling 
himself. When he is in the ring with 
a physical equal he attempts to save 
himself with his defensive work and 
wear down his opponent. He will try 
to do that with Jeffries. He won't be 
able to carry out his plan. One ter- 
rible wallop by Jeffries will take a 
lot of the confidence out of the negro. 
And allow me to say that a blow 
which would derroralize Johnson would 
Fave scarcely no effect upon Jeffries. 
That is the difference between them. 

Johnson has won all his fights by 
allowing the other fellow to do the 
slugging and by keeping out of harm’s 
way until the psychological moment. 
The crowd that goes into the arena 
on July 4 is not going to stand fos 
that sort of performance. It may be 
that Johnson won't try to take any 
chances with Jeffries. He is being 
coached by very clever men and he 
will do just what they tell him to do.

AGAINST WHITE PLAGUE 


Doubtless the most unique use to 
which a commercial motor vehicle wae 
ever put is that in which a Rapid 
truck will be seen in the states of 
Pennsylvania and New York this sum- 
mer.

How the Slow Ball, Developed 
in the Art of Pitehi 


whing. 

“The Wonders of Pitching’ is the 
title of Hugh 8. Fullerton’s basebal! 
article in the June American Maga- 
gine, and in it he deacribes the intér- 
esting way in which the “slow” ball 
came to be added to the various curves 
and “slats’’ of the pitcher. He says: 

“With this necessity for a greater 
assortment came the siow bal). one of 
the paradoxes of the game. The dif- 
ficulty was to pitch with full force and 
with the exact motion used in pitching 
a fast ball and yet make the ball trav- 
e] slowly. It was discovered that, if 
the ball be held far back in the palm 
of the hand with the little finger and 
{thumb elinched on opposite sides of it 
or with the third finger on one side and 
the thumb on the other, and the other 
fingers held so as not to touch the ball 
at all, except at their bases, the result 
could be attained, 
with the arm swung at full speed an 
force, the finger and thumb gripping 
the ball tightly at the instant of re- 
lease, the result is peculiar. Instead 
of starting to revolve and going fast 
the bail wabbles from side to side, 
scarcely turning over and floating on 
the air, allowing the atmospheric pres.- 
sure to strike the forward side with no 
revolution to lessen the friction. The 
effect is that the air pressure stops 
the ball: it loses speed rapidly and 
drops quickly toward the earth after 
expending its force. Odé@iy, it com- 
mences to revolve with extreme ra- 
pidity on losing its forward pressure, 
and the revolution aids its shoot In the 
natural direction. The harder the ba!! 
is thrown and the tighter the finger 
pressure at the instant of release. the 
more sharply the ball drops. Expert 
after expert developed the slow bal!

~ IN A STRONG POSITION 
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Cotton Oil Market Still 
Shows an Upward 
Tendency. 


New York, June 11.—(Special.)—Re- 
newed activity by the late bull inter- 
ests in cotton seed oil was respansible 
for a higher market for the old crop 
the firm tendency of 
these posiZiohs was reflected, to a 
Breater of less degree, in the remain- 
der of the market. The apparent scarc- 
ity of real oil has placed the old crop 
options in an exceedingly strong pos!i- 
tion, and, although moderate reactions 
are occasionally expected, it is gener- 
ally admitted that the market will 
likely display a strong upward tenden- 
cy thronghout the remainder of the 
season. 

The July and September deliveries 
have been taken freely by refiners 
throughout the week, and these inter- 
ests hawe frequently bid top prices for 
round lots without bringing any exten- 
sive offerings to the surface. Many of 
the large commission houses have ad- 
vised the purchase of all shipments 
this side of October on any recession, 
@nd trade expressions are very bullish 
regarding the ultimate outcome of 
these deliveries. | 

Interest in the new crop shipments 
has increased, but the movement of 
prices indicated uncertainty. The rel- 
atively low prices of new oi) have 
caused more or less buying for invest- 
ment account, but there are s0 many 
@ifferent influences which govern the 
situation that operators have been 
skeptical about extending commit- 
ments on either side. The continuance 
of favorable climatic reports from the 
cotton belt has made it ratker diffi- 
cult to create bullish enthusiasm in the 
distant oi] futures. October has com- 
manded more favorable attention than 
the other late months, but it was no- 
ticed that plenty of oil was offered on 
any display of strength, and liquida- 
tion was quite heavy between 7.32 and 
7.36c. 

The irregular tendency of the lard 
market has exerted no perceptible in- 
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fluence,/and the consuming demand 
for of] has shown a moderate increase. 
The recent violent break in oleg 
stearine prices has lessened the cost of 
compound lard manufacture, and the 
product is being offered at lower prices 
with a freer demand reported. Pur- 
chases of cotton oll by the compound 
interestg have been individually small, 
but the aggregate shows an increase 
over the previous week. Butter oil 
and the high-grade oils in general are 
finding a quiet but steady movement 
into consuming channels, and the dis- 
tribution is gradually depleting the 
available supply. 

Foreign consumerg have bought 
sparingly of the late futures, but the 
demand for prompt or nearby oil has 
shows little activity. Current export 
shipments, while comparatively light, 
have covered a wide consuming field; 
Mexico, South America, Europe and 
Asia have all been interesteq in the 
late movement. The United Kingdom 
and the Netherlands have taken more 
oil than any of the other countries. 
The export movement from this port 
for the week amounted to 2,295 bar- 
réls. According to government statis- 
tics, the foreign movement from all 
ports for the te months ending April, 
aggregated 192,450,148 pounds, with a 
valuation of $12,481,829. For the cor- 
resp ing period in 1909 the ex’ports 
amounted fo 336,291,680 pounds, valued 
at $18,200,351, and for the same inter- 
val in 1908, foreign shipments were 
270,520,838 pounds, valued at $15,103,211. 

Late arrivals of foreign competing 
oils have shown a material falling off. 
The local market appears to be well 
supplied with English cotton oil, but 
the prevailing demand is slow, and it 
has been rather difficult to move goods 
even at concessions. Other descriptions 
of vegetable oil are in rather light 
supply, although the tendency of prices 
has been easier.owing to the with- 
drawal of soapmakers., 

The situation in crude cotton seed 
oil has not changed materially. Buy- 
ers have offered 54c for prompt, im- 
mediate or nearby crude without ob- 
taining more than an occasional tank. 
Holders generally demand 55c, but # 
is known that only a few tanks could 
be obtained at that price. New crude 
for September delivery was offered at 
46%c, with 45%c the highest bid price. 
No sales of importance could be traced. 
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PAST WEEK IN STOCKS 


Advance of Wednesday 
Sensational—DropT hat 
Followed Serious. 


By Ralph Emerson. 

New York, June 11.—(Special.)—This 
has been a spectacular week in the 
stock market and the furious rise of 
stocks on Wednesday was as sensa- 
as the serious drop when the 
government movement against the 
western railroads took place. Wednes- 
day’s rise did not prove permanent, 
much to the regret of the “investors. 
Up till today the market sagged with 
a tendency downward. The undertone 
has been and is still uncertain—too 
prone to influence and not firm and 
unshaken as it should be in a normal 
market, 

Aside from stock market operations, 
this has been a good week for the New 
York money market. Local banks 
gained in their currency operations $3,- 
150,000. According to the @aturday re- 
turns there was a gain of $3,856,000 
on operations with the interior Iinsti- 
tutions, which offset a loss of $706,- 
000 to the government on operations 
with the United States subtreasury. 
Of currency $2,232,000 was received 
from interior institutions, and $2,376,- 
000 was shipped direct. 

The action of the Bank of England 
in reducing its minimum discount rate 
from 8% to 3 per cent was expected, 
hence it created no effect here. 

Causes of Stock Depression. 

The instability of the stock market 
is due to several things. One of the 
principal causes is the Washington 
program. With congress tinkering 
with railroad affairs and financial af- 
fairs and institutions which form the 
business foundations of this country, 
the market is apt to be a little shaky. 
The somewhat menacing attitude of 
the federal power toward organized 
capital; the restricting features of the 
administration railroad bill; the postal 
savings bank bill and the apparent 
aim of the government judiciary de- 
partment to interfere in railroad mat- 
ters all constitute a series of causes 

ose effect is uncertain. Weather 
conditions, which are always a factor, 
owing to crops, are very unsatisfac- 
tory. However, there is no pessim- 
ism; there is no cause for gloom. Be- 
cause Wall street has seen fit to dump 
geveral millions various shares of 
stocks upon a suspecting market and 
get away with it, there is no cause 
for alarm. Viewed from a dispassion- 
ate angle, there is nothing in the rail- 
road situatfon to cause unrest. Presi- 
deft Taft and the railroad heads have 
agreed upon at least temporary terms. 
The armistice will become permanent 
before danger develops. 

As evidence of this, the Harriman 
system has placed orders with the 
Baldwin Locomotive Works in Phila- 
delphia for eighty-five new engines. 
These locomotives will be of the 
largest type and will be delivered be- 
fore 1911. They will cost $1,125,000. 

On account of the financial power 
of the Equitable Life Assurance 5So- 
clety (the company has $259,812,295 in- 
vested in varied ways at present). 
much interest is attached to the prob- 
able renewal of the trusteeship which 
will expire on Wednesday. The three 


trustees appointed to manage the af- 


fairs of the company after its control 
was taken over by T. F. Ryan were 
Grover Cleveland, George Westing- 
house and Morgan J. O’Brien. After 
Mr. Cleveland's death no one took his 
pace. As Mr. Ryan sold his stock to 
J. P. Morgan, the power of managin 
this vast company, with all its allie 
enterprises, will fall to Mr. Morgan 
if the trustees are retired on Wednes- 
day. The capital stock of the Bqul- 
table company consists of 1,000 shares. 
Mr. Morgan owns 502 of them. 


With the Rallroads. 


The statement of E. P. Ripley, head 
of the Atchison, that his company 
would retrench to the utmost during 
the balance of the present fiscal year 
is not shared by other railroad heads. 
notwithstanding the fact that Mr. Rip- 
ley says he sees dark times ahead for 
the railroad corporations of the. United 
States. Perhaps Mr. Ripley is piqued 
The Atchison was one of the roads 
which would have been benefited most 
sident Taft had not gone to the 
aid of the shippers and foréstalled the 
freight rate increase.

(From The 8t. Leuis Republic.) 
Power has alwava lingered in own- 
ership of the luna. This has been 
somewhat obscured in America by the 
fact that there has been, during the' 
infancy and youth of the republic, so} 
much land and so few people. With 
the settlement of the country, however, 
we are, approaching nearer and nearer 
to old world conditions; the farmer in 
America is today more a person of con- | 
sideration than ever before; the dis- | 
cerning may make out the beginnings 
of the development of a “landed gen- 
iry’—that is, if the phrase be not, 
taken too seriously. The increase of, 
the farmer in substance and his rise! 
in social and political consideration’ 
are among the most interesting signs 
of the times. | 
There is, however, a factor present 
here which is new in the history of the 
development of the land-holding in- 
terest of a new country—machinery. | 
The farmer of the old world increased ' 
in wealth and power by becoming a | 
large employer-of labor. As his pos- 
sessions grew his household grew like- 
wise. A peasantry was developed; 
near the nor house clustered cot- 
tages whosé occupants composed the 
farmer’s wor..ers force. Large farm- 
ing meant many people; the farmer be- 

came manager of men. 

A generation has changed all that. 
The farmer today is not an overlord 
of men; he’ is a mechanical engineer. 
No small houses rise near his own; but 
his machine shed grows larger and 
larger. He’ plows with gang plows: 
he reaps with “headers;” he has an in- 
expensive machine which he attaches 


behind his wagon which loads on it the 


hay from the meadow. Instead of the ' 
fields full of reapers a single man 
drives a machine all day long around ,; 
& square whose sides grow shorter 


to dig potatoes, to plant corn, to cut | 
fodder—even to milk cows. Modern 
progress has banished companionship 
from the farmer’s life; yes, even com- 
panionship with his horse. When he. 
wants to go to town today he gives, 
the crank of his 80-horse power motor 
car a turn and lays hold of a lever and 
a wheel.

The figureheads—the lord steward, 
the lord chamberlain, the master of 
the horse and those other political ap- 
pointees who are paid big salaries for 
doing ceremonial stunts—will probably 
remain unchanged, but they really don't 
count for much.

It 
cannot be expected that the close 
friends of King Edward VII. will become 
the intimates of his son. Nor will 
those of the queen mother/possess any- 
thing like the same influence with 
Queen Mary. 

The new court set will contain few 
or none of those financial and com- 
mercial millionaires who were so close 
to King Edward. The representatives 
of the ‘‘Beerage’’—those peers who owe 
their ennoblement to their success in 
satisfying the national thirst for ale 
and stout will be replaced by peers 
who owe their titles solely to their an- 
cestors. To some extent, therefore, the 
court will be more aristocratic and’ 
less domestic. Petticoat influence will 
be far less potent, for those three or 
four very pretty, very vivacious and 
very charming women who were a!- 
ways invited to the country house 
parties gotten up for King Edward's 


entertainment, will scarcely be allow- 
ed to look in at the’ new court. In 
short most of those who have possessed 
heretofore what Americans might call 
‘“pulis’’ at court wil] lose them and 
some who have had no influence. to 
speak of will hereafter be people well 
worth cultivating by ambitious climb- 
ers who want to get to the top of the 
social ladder. 
Brothers of Queen Mary. 

Most conspicuous among these will 
be the Tecks-—the three brothers of 
Queen Mary. That makes them worth 
taking stock of. As brothers of the 
Princess of Wales they didn’t count for 
much. They occupied back seats at 
court. Now they are to be assigned to 
front seats. That is indicated by the 
news that has been allowed to leak out 
—unofficially, but none the less au- 
thoritative—that their rank is to be 
raised from that of serene highness to 
that of royal highnesses. Serene high- 
nesses are only a species of courtesy 
highneses and in the order of prece- 
dence come below most of the English 
nobility. But a@ royal highness ig the 
real thing. 

Queen Mary is very fond of 
brothers. Her affection for them is 
heightened by the recollections of 
early poverty—comparative poverty at 
least—shared with them. In one re- 
spect King George followed in his 
father’s footsteps. He married a dow- 
erless bride. His wife’s father, the 
late duke of Teck, was always hard 
up: ‘Here am I,’ "he once said of 
himself, “the grandfather of the future 
king of England and how much pocket 
money do you think I have to last me 
another month ?—fourteen shillings and 
eightpence!”’ | 

It {fs no doubt due largely to the fact 
that he could not leave his sons money 
enough to absolve them from the ne- 
cessity of working for a living that 
they have al] turned out such fine 
chaps. All three of them went through 
Sandhurst (Engiand’s West Point) and 
entered the army and have served in 
it with distinction. 

The eldest of them, the present duke 
of Teck, is 42 years old and is now 
a major in the Life Guards. He hasn't 
received any boosting because of his 
royal connections. In the South Afri- 
can war no favors were shown him 
and he did a let of hard work weil 
and uncomplainingly. 

In a hastily improvised mess at 
Wynburg one of those present was 
cursing his luck at being kept on the 
lines of communication instead of get- 
ting a post on one of the staffs. He 
declared that unless a man had no end 
of soctal influence in the army there 
was no chance of ever showing what 
he was made of, and a lot more to the 
same effect.

After passing 
through Sandhurst he joined the First 
Dragoons and took part in the Soudan 
cxpedittion, the Nile expedition and 
the South African war, and was fre- 
quently mentioned in dispatches. “It 
was in South Africa that he won his 
brevet of major and the D. 8. O. (Dis- 
tinguished Service Order), which, in his 
case, certainly didn’t mean, as the ini- 
tials are sometimes . interpreted, 
‘Duke’s son only.” He is still unmar- 
ried. 

Prince Alexander of Teck, the young- 
est of the trio of serene highnesses, 
went through the Matebeleland cam- 
paign and the South African war. 
where he also gained the D. 8. O. He 
married in 1904 Princess Alice of Al- 
bany, a niece of King Edward's. But 
though a royal! highness, Princess Alice 
was poor. and the couple were very 
wiad to avail themselves of the rent- 
free lodging which King Edward of- 
fered them in Henry III.’s tower, Wind- 
sor Castile. Prince Alexander is a cap- 
tain in the Royal Horse Guards, and 
isn’t allowed to take things a bit 
easier than any other captain because 
of his titles. 

As Princess of Wales the sister could 
do little to advance the fortunes of 
her soldier brothers. But as Queen 
Mary she can do a great deal, and it 
won't be her fault if they don’t go far 
in their profession. And meanwhile. 
at any court functions at which they 
are present they will be where the 
limelight shines full on them. And 
they will be given commissions to exe- 
cute at foreign courts that will keep 
them more or less in the public eye. 

One of the young royalties who will 
also be much to the fore in the present 
is Prince Arthur of Connaught, 


king’s brother and King George's uncle. 
The duke has demonstrated by his 
career in the army and in many other 
ways that royalty may be associated 
with genuine ability and e@eonscien- 
tious devotion to duty. Prince Arthur. 
although only 27, has shown himself 
in these respects a chip of the old 
block. He was sometimes called the 
“royal handy man,” and in the last 
few years has often played the role 
of the king’s deputy. He will prob- 
ably be called on to do much similar 
work for King George. 


He Will Get to Front. 


Prince Alexander of Battenberg, 
brother of the Queen of Spain, is an- 
other of the younger royalties who wil! 
be pushed to the front. His sister 
would have provided for him with a 
good billet at the Spanish court had 
he cared to transfer his allegiance to 
King Alfonso, but he preferred to take 
his chances of advancement here. and 
the future will demonstrate that he 
acted wisely. Like hig uncle, Prince 
Louis of Battenberg, he is a _ sailor 
Prince, and that in itself constitutes a 
Strong recommendation to the new 
monarch, who has been acclaimed the 
“sailor king.” 

He is a level-headed young’ fellow. 
though only 24, and knows how to 
make the most of what opportunities 
come his way. That was shown by an 
amusing incident which occurred when 
he was still a schoolboy. He had run 
short of pocket money, and had ap- 
plied to his grandmother, Queen Vic- 
toria, to help him out. Instead of cash 
the dear old lady sent him a lecture on 
economy and thrift. pointing out how 
desirable it was that these saving vir- 
tures should early be inculcated in a 
prince. To which the boy sent this 
reply: 

“Dear Grandmamma—Pray do not 
bother about the money. Do you re- 
member that that signed photo of 
yourself which you gave me when 1 
was home on my holidays? Well, I 
raffled that and the letter and got a 
lot ef money for them, which will last 
quite well unt!l mamma sends me my 
next allowance.” 

A prince of this sort is not going 
to show any backwardness in grasping 
at thg favors that reigning royalty is 
disposed to shower on him. 

Among those who will wield great 
influence :n the king's new household, 
though it will, be quietly and unob- 
trusively exercised, is Edward Wal- 
lingford. This is significant of the 
greater prominence that will be given 
to colonials in the new court, for it 
was in Australia, where he had served 
as private secretary to no less than 
seven Australian g >vcrnors, that the 
king first ran across’Mr. Wallingford.

The Hebrew Magnates. 

In the circle of King George’s friends 
the Hebrew magnates who were 80 
rrominent in King Edwerd’s set will 
have no place. Sir Ernest Cassel, who 
managed the late king’s private af- 
fairs, will be little more than an ac- 
quaintance of King George. His finan- 
cial adviser will be Lord Revelstoke, 
who so succ@ssfully managed the reve- 
nues of the Duchy of Cornwall for 
him. And the rich Sassoons, whose 
paterral grandfather first started in 
business in Bagdad, will no longer 
play the frequent role of hosts of his 
majesty. The genial Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton, though he will doubtless continue 
his philanthropic and charitable ac- 
tivities unabated and will try again 
to “lift” the American cup, will not 
hold the game position with the pres- 
ent king that he did with the late one. 
King George has not, the cosmopolitan 
tastes of nis father. 

Neither King . George nor Queen 
Mary have ever shown any of that par- 
tiality for Americans which King Ed- 
ward so strikingly displayed. It might 
be inferred, therefore, that under the 
new regime they will find the atmos- 
phere of the court toward them much 
more chilly than heretofore. But the 
exalted of the earth—and especially 
constitutional monarchs—cannot give 
free scope to their personal likes and 
dislikes. That is a luxury reserved for 
more humble folk. 

It would count heavily against King 
George, in the estimation of the rank 
and file of his countrymen at least, if 
he should fail to hold the place in the 
esteem of the great republic that his 
father won. That is one of the things 
that in pdlitics counts as a big asset— 
that sort of asset that goes far to 
justify the retention of the mon- 
archical system. 

It may be, therefore, that, from mo- 
tives of policy, the new king and 
queen will show a friendly spirit to- 
ward Americans, and that impecunious 
British noblemen will be encouraged, 
as of yore, to wed trans-Atlantic 
heiresses and spend their dollars in 
“ngliand. 

Children in the Palace. 

There will be a decidedly new note 
in the domestic life at Buckingham 
palace. For the first time in more than 
a generation the corridors of the ex- 
ternally grim and barrack-like look- 
ing pile will resound with the merry 
voices and happy laughter of children 
—of children who reatly belong there. 
For the new king and queen have six 
fine youngsters—five boys and one 
girli—ranging in age from 15 down to 
4 years. And Queen Mary, though she 
has some good old-fashioned notions 
about the proper way to bring up 
children so ag to avoid spoiling them, 
believes, too, in giving them a fair 
show to enjoy thmselves in their own 
way during play hours. The presence 
of the children cannot fail to have a 
wholesome effect on the artificiality of 
court life.

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dra, Queen Mary will run the domestic 
department of Buckingham palace. She 
is much more methodical in her habits 
than the queen mother; of a more 
practical turn of mind. And, being a 
much younger woman, she has much 
more energy to bestow on the carry- 
ing out of her ideas. 

In temperament, 
Queen Mary do not present such a 
striking contrast as did King Edward 
and Queen Alexandra. The tastes of 
both of them are essentially domestic. 
They are devoted to the quiet home 
life. They loathe gambling. The queen 
has a positive dislike for cards. The 
king sometimes plays bridge for small 
points, but having no passion for the 
game, he is an indifferent player, So 
far as their influence counts fag any- 
thing in the matter, bridge will become 
a much less important factor of fash- 
ionable life than heretofore. When 
King George goes a-visiting bridge 
will form no part of the necessary pro- 
gram for his entertainment. 

The queen mother will exercise very 
little influence at Bucxingham palace. 
She is not the sort of woman to play 
second fiddle to a daughter-in-law. 
Unlike King Edward, she always re- 
garded state and ceremonial functions 
as more or less of a bore. It is prob- 
able that in the ftuure she will live for 
the most part at Sandringham, which, 
of all the royal residences, she loves 
the most. She will have $360,000 a year 
to live on, and so will be able to get 
along very comfortably without prac- 
ticing any pinching economy. In her 
retirement she will have the consola- 
tion of knowing that she has won a 
place in the affections of the people 
which will endure as long as she lives.

Heroine Among Smugglers. 
. (From The Chicago News.) 

This tale of heroism displaved by a 
young woman engaged in *tmuggling 
contraband goods over the Swiss-Ital- 
lan border comes from Geneva: 

Mile. Poretti, aged 18, and her 
brother, aged 28, left Swiss territory 
to cross the Baldisco pass, carrying 
contraband goodg into Italy. On the 
summit they were overtaken by a 
violent snowstorm and were soon in 
deep snow. 

The Porettis roped themselves, the 
young man leading. They lost their 
way, and while attempting to find the 
path Poretti fell through the snow 
into a crevasse into which he nearly 
draggég his sister. The girl, however, 
planted her ice ax in the snow and 
withstood the shock. 

Farly the next morning several 
smugglers crossing the pass from 
Swise territory into Italian found the 
young girl near the ordinary route 
taken by smugglers, and recognized 
her at once, as she belonged to a 
smuggler’s tamily and lived at Chia- 
venna. 

The smugglers at once drew up the 
brother, but feund that he had died 
during the thirteen hours his sister 
had he!d him by the rope. He had re- 
ceived severe injuries to the ‘head and 
hig body was frozen. 

The smugglers carried 
brave girls who was almost uncon- 
scious, as well as the dead body of 
her brother, and notifed the Poretti 
family at Chiavenna.

ROOSEVELT WAS CHEERFUL 


AT SOLEMN FUNERAL LUNCHEON

London, June 11.—Nothing in connec- 
tion with the late King Edward's fu- 
neral has occasioned more surprise to 
Englishmen and to Europeans in gen- 
eral than the signal honors’ which 
have been shown to Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt, who, although he was pres- 
ent as the special representative of the 
United States, is after all an unofficial 
person at present, and, of course, is not 
united by any ties of blood or marriage 
with the royal house as most of the 
other national representatives were. 


| 


On évery occasion he was singled out 
by the king and by other members of 
the royal household for spécial notice, 
and at formal gatherings he was given 
special precedence over all but the 
reigning sovereigns and the eldest sons 
of sovereigns. 

There has been some misunderstand- 
ing here and perhaps in America as 
well about Mr. Roosevelt’s place in the 
funeral procession. A g00d many 
Americans in England thought he had 
been slighted by being placed in a 
closed earriage near the end of the 
line, instead of among the kings and 
princes, who immediately followed the 
bier. The reason, and the only rea- 
son for this, was that Mr. Roosevelt, 
as a private American citizen, had no 
uniform, and would have looked de- 
cidedly out of the picture riding fn 
black civilian clothes in the middle of 
the gorgeous array of kings whose 
trappings displayed all the colors of 
the rainbow and a good many that the 
rainbow never knew. The same con- 
sideration governed the placing of M. 
Pichon, the French representative, who 
rode in the carriage with Colonel 
Roosevelt. 

As a matter of fact the question of 
Mr. Roosevelt's dress gave rise to con- 
siderable anxiety and negotiation be- 
fore the funeral. He wanted to attend 
in an ordinary black frock coat such 
as Americans wear on such occasions, 


but the Duke of Norfolk, who as earl | 


marshal, was in charge of all the ar- 
rangements, didn't think it was cere- 
monious enough, and wanted to know 
if there wasn’t afy uniform that the 
colonel could wear. There was none, 
and the duke finally compromised by 
prescribing the now celebrated evening 
suit with black studs. 

The only jarring note in connection 
with Mr. Roosevelt's participation in 
these ceremonies occurred at the 
luncheon at Windsor immediately after

Taking Mr. Roosevelt 
by the arm he led him over to where 
King Alfonso, of Spain, was standing, 
In conversation with a group of other 
monarchs, and addressing Alfonso, he 
said: 

“Your majesty, I wish to introduce to 
you my good friend Roosevelt, and I 
want to see you shake hands with 
him as a symbol of the complete res- 
toration of friendship between your 
two great countries. 

Alfonso put out his hand at once 
and Colonel Roosevelt shook,{t warm- 
ly, and for the rest of the evening the 
kaiser, King Alfonso and the colonel 
formed a party of three.

The developments of the past two 
weeks, as announced from day to day, 
have been distinctly favorable to the 
mew force in the theatrical field. 

The Leath circuit, claimed for the 
syndicate, has been delivered by Jake 
Wells to his co-workers in the move- 
ment to make the theater owner the 


arbiter of the class of plays and the 
prices to be charged in his own house. 


William Brady has entered the mar-| 


ket for stars in addition to those al- 
ready on his list, and has cornered a 
half dozen or so contracts, with men 
and women known the theater world 
ever. 

Successful Playwrights. 

Charles Klein, author of “The Music 
Master” and a number of other great 
successes, and Eugene Walter, author 
of “The Wolf,” “Paid in Full,” “The 
Easiest Way,” and others, have signed 
up contracts to write for the inde- 
pendents. 

Newspapers in many sections of the 
eountry have backed the “Independ- 
ents,” as the theater owners are called, 
in their fight, and the managers of the 
houses have been welded together in 
& combination which is growing 
stronger and becoming more confident 
every day. 

Klaw & Erlanger, with the other 
members of the syndicate, and a large 
mumber of producing managers an- 
nounce that they are in the fight to 
the finish, and, as steps in this direc- 
tion, have stated they would arrange 
for houses to be built for their shows 
in Atlanta, Richmond and Norfolk, 
leases in Memphis, Montgomery and 
possibly other cities, and still have 
houses in Nashville, Birmingham, Mo- 
bile and New Orleans. 

In connection with this fight one 
remarkable announcement has just 


been made in reference to a coming} 


engagement in America of Sarah Bern- 
hardt, the greatest of all the French 
actresses. 

She has been engaged, it is stated 
by the “syndicate,” for appearance in 
“syndicate” houses only. Her press 
agent in speaking of the engagement 
in a New York paper remarks that 
Miss Bernhardt will not have to play 
in her tour of the country next sea- 
son as she did last year. 

Atlantans will probably remember 
the last appearance of Bernhardt here. 
She played in the skating rink, which 
was then located adjoining the Aragon 
hotel, not half a block away from the 
Grand, probably the handsomest the- 
ater in the south. 

Bernhardt was at outg with the 
“syndicate.” The Grand was playing 
only such attractions as the “syndi- 
cate” sent south. So Bernhardt play- 
ed in tents, and .skating rinks, and 
other hastily put up and badly ar- 
ranged places throughout thig terri- 
tory. 

Another example of the change of 
front is found in the case of Warfield. 
This estar, recently seen in Atlanta, 
was denied admittance to “syndicate” 
theaters for a long season, because 
his manager, Belasco, for years was 
considered the head and front of the 
fight for the open door. Yet last 
year, when things theatrical looked a 
little shaky, Belasco and the ‘“‘syndi- 
cate” made terms, and now Warfield 
has cleaned up a fortune playing the 
one and two night stands, 

The independents are using these 
two instances ag indicative of their 
position in theatrical matters. They 
point out that the “syndicate” forced 
these two stars to either play in tents 
Or skating rinks, or keep off the one 
and two night circuits, when their 
patrons wanted to see them. Their 
position, they state, is just the other 
extreme. They welcome gladly aj) 
shows, without prejudice, without 
favoritism. 

Houses in Readiness. 

The independents are in clover, 
in having houses ready, while the 
syndicate must go into every town 


in the south, where they desire ajple but incalculable duty.

Last year the Graai had sixty- 
seven attraction}, five or six of them 
running a weekyat a time, and at a 
loss, or at least with the smallest of 
profits, the season coming to a close 
before the ist of May, during which 
month the Lyric ane the Forsyth, still 
open. did a splendid business. 

With the theaters in the south and 
in other sections of the country starv- 
ing for attractions, and the managers 
of the most of them secretly wishing 
they could eliminate a number of the 
ones that were sent them, there were 
a large number of attractions, belong- 
ing to the Shuberts, which could not 
be presented in these 1,600 theaters, 
now members of the Independent The- 
ater Owners’ Association, because of a 
difference between the “syndicate,” 
headed by Kiaw & Erlanger, and the 
Shubert firm. 

“Bay the Best Goods.” 


The position of the theater owners 
of the country throughout this fight 
has been that they had a right to pre- 
sent in their tgeaters every attraction 
which was worth the price charged for 
it. They considered it a duty they 
owed to their patrons as well as to 
their own interests to “buy the best 
theatrical goods in the market.” They 
had employed Klaw & Erlanger to act 
as their agent in “buying these goods” 
and had instructed this firm to “buy 
the best and buy as many shows as 
there were on the market.” 

Klaw & Erlanger failed to keep their 
part of this contract, since the Shu- 
bert shows were blocked out of the 
south and their allies were given the 
same treatment. | 

The theater owners realized they 
were facing bankruptcy if this condi- 
‘tion of affairs continued. They need- 
ed more shows, and in many cases bet- 
ter shows. They wanted shows which 
had not played their territory two and 
three timeg before, and they did not 
want shows to stay in the city a week 
at a time in a two or three-nizht 
stand. 

It was a business proposition with 
them. They met and decided to dis- 
pense with the middle man, to do their 
own booking, to run their own buasai- 
pess. ; 

There was no idea of antagonizing 
any theatrical interest. There-was no 
especial ill will toward the syndicate. 
The old system had not satisfied them, 
and they believed a change of policy 
would help. 

Agent to Do Booking. 

So they organized the. owners of 
1,600 houses into an association of 
theater owners, and for each circuit 
in the association an agent was ap- 
pointed in New York to do the book- 
ing. The agent was an employee of 
the association and the booking is 
absolutely free. 

Then they issued a general invita- 
tion to all producers to send their 
shows to the houses of the associa- 
tion, promising that in the booking 
there would be no favor shown, and 
that every possible effort would be 
made to fo arrange dates as to give 
each attraction an equal chance to 
make good financially. 

Klaw & Erlanger were not, and are 
not, barred from association houses. 
Any show this firm has which is 
worthy of production would be given 
dates through the south tomorrow, 
provided the firm applied for a rout- 
ing. The same is true in the case of 
the other members of the syndicate 
and the allies of the syndicate, which 
include such well-known producers as 
ihe Frohmans, Belasco, Dillingham, 
Savage, Brooks, Ziegfeld and others. 
All they have to do ig to ask for a 
route and it will be furnished them. 

These firms have up to the present, 
however, taken another tack. They 
have announced their intention of 
playing in syndicate houses only. 

For the first year or so the inde- 
pendents will have one powerful asset 
in their fight. They have a number 
of attractions which are old in New 
York and in the large cities, but 
which have never been seen in the 
south east and west, because the syn- 
dicate barred them out. They will 
be as new to the people of this terri- 
tory as if they were produced this sea- 


son.

MILLION LOSS 


Seattle, Wash., June 11.—Fire that 
broke out in the northern water front 
during a hurricane last night was car- 
ried by the wind to the eastward, 
thickly covered by wooden buildings, 
and in a short time twenty acres were 
ablaze, causing a loss of $1,000,000 and 
driving 500 people homeless into the 
storm. 

The fire, starting at Railroad ave- 
nue and Battery street, destroyed all 
the buildings on six city blocks and 
picked out a wooden house here and 
there in the s»7rounding district not 
entirely swep* *™ *"e. When the flames 
were at their height, burning brands 
set fire to houses several blocks from 


the main fire. 

Alarming reports of loss of life were 
circulated among the crowds outside 
the fire lines, it being considered im- 


‘possible that all of the occupants of 


the wooden lodging houses that burn- 
ed like paper could have escaped. 60 
far as can be learned, however, there 
were no fatalities. 

Live Wires Hindered Firemen. 

Just as the firemen had begun to de- 
spair of saving a large and populous 
aréa east of Second avenue, the wind 
suddenly abated, and a brisk rain be- 
gan to fall, materially aiding the fire 
fighters by quenching coals blown to 
roofs of houses. The tangle of live 
electric wires in the streets was 4 
great hindrance to the firemen. On 
certain planked streets the wet boards 
became electrified from broken wires 
and shocked several persons walking 
over them. 

So far as known only three persons 
were seriously hurt, although many 
firemen were slightly injured. 

Sixty horses were burne% in a stable 
on Railroad avenue. 

The district had long been consid- 
ered a dangerous risk, and insurance 
rates were so high.that most of the 
light wooden buildings carried little or 
no insurance. 

The district entirely destroyed con- 
sists of the blocks bounded on the west 
by Railroad avenue, on the east by 
Second avenue, on the south by Bat- 
tery street and on the north by Vine 
street. On the east side of Third ave- 
nue an open place gave the firemen 
a chance to make a determined stand 
and they succeeded in stopping the 
passage of the flames. 

Large Structures Destroyed. 


The Yargest buildings burned were 
the Galbraith-Bacon warehouses, which 
covered the entire block on Battery 
and Wall streets. They were erected 
last year at a cost of $200,000. An- 
other large building destroyed was 
that of the Puget Sound Sheet Metal 
Works, just across Wall street from 
the Galbraith warehouse. 

On the west side of First avenue, 
between Bell and Wall streets, a stor- 
age warehouse filled with rubber in- 
sulated cables and electrical material 
made so hot a blaze that it was im- 
possible to get near it. The Glenarch 
apartments, a three-story brick struc- 
ture, recently completed, and the Wall 
hotel, between Western avenue and 
First avenue, were also burned. The 
latter was a concrete building, and 
after the fire had swept through it. 
dynamite was used to raze the tot- 
tering walls. 

Most of the buildings were one, two 
and three-story frame structures, used 


as saioons, dwellings and. PE 
houses. Many people rushed out in 
their night clothes, not having time 


to dress before being compelled to va- ~~ 


cate by the rush of the flames. 

Many Homes Opened to Refugees. 

All the private dwellings in tht 
neighborhood outside the danger zon¢ 
were opened to the refugees, but some 
families spent the night guarding their 
belowgings in the open. Stockades 
were made of trunks and furniture. 
and blankets were used ag tents to 
keep off the rain. 

The Pacific hospital, at First avenue 
and Vine street, was directly opposite 
the hottest part of the fire. Ambu- 
lances were rushed there, and the pa- 
tients removed to another hospital. The 
police stopped several automobiles car- 
rying parties of society people to ses 
the fire, and they were pressed into 
serving in removing patients from the 
endangered hospital. 

After all the patients had been re- 
moved, the hospital caught fire, but 
the blaze was extinguished before 
much damage was done. There was no 
panic during the removal of the pa- 


tients.

Official op- 
position to the conservation movement, 
whatever damage it has done or still 
threatens to the public interest, has 
vastly strengthened the grasp of con- 
servation upon 
sciences of our people. Efforts to ob- 
scure or belittle the issue have only 
served to make it larger and clearer 
in the public estimation. The conserva- 
tion movement cannot be checked by 
the baseless charge that it will pre- 
vent development; or that every man 
who tells the plain truth ts elther a 
muck-raker or a demagogue. It has 
taken firm hold on our national moral 
sense, and when an issue does that it 
has won. 


Conservation a Moral Issue. 


“The conservation issue is a mora] 
issue, and the heart of it is.this: For 
whose benefit shall our natural re- 
sources be conserved—for the benefit 
of us all, or for the use and profit of 
the few? This truth is so obvious and 
the question itself so simple that the 
attitude toward conservation of any 
man in public or private life indicates 
his stand in the fight for public rights. 

“All monopoly rests on the unregu- 
lated control of natural resources and 
natural advantages, end such contro! 
by the special interests {s impossible 
without the help of pvolitics. The al- 
Mance between business and politics 
is the most dangerous thing in our 
political life.

Special Interests in Politics.

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AT FREDERICA. 
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Savannah. Ga, June 11.—Hallowed by 
memories of the two Wesleys and 
George Whitfield, Frederica church, 
second oldest congregation in the Epis- 
copal diocese of Georgia, celebrated the 
174th anniversary of its founding last 
Sunday, in the home which was built 
for it but 26 years ago. ; 

From Brunswick by boat, and from 
Savannah and many other. cities in 
Georgia by train and boat, many per- 
sons made the pilgrimage to de present 
at tHe little Giynn county town and 
the church. that nestles among the 
moss-hung live oaks. The Rev. D. 
Watson Winn., rector of the church, 
was im charge of the program. 

There were prsent Bishop F. F. 
Reese, of the diocese of. Georgia; 
Bishop C. K. Nelson, of the diocese of 
Atlanta, amd many of the clergy from 
both dioceses, who know the history 
of the old Christ churoh and look upon 
it as almost upon the birthplace of the 
church’s endeavors in the state. 

The two bishops conducted the serv- 
ices in the church. They were short 
and simple, but earnest. Afterwards 
the visitors were served luncheon on 
the church grounds. 

Open-Alr Meeting. 

An open-air meeting followed, in 
which visiting clergy took part. AL 
this meeting the Rev. Mr. Winn read 
portions of the history of the church, 
telling of the influence of the Wesleys 
and Whitfield and of their service there 
the later time when the church seemed 
destined to pass away as a parish, and 
of its upbuilding through the aid and 
personal service of Anson G. P. Dodge, 
Jr.. who afterwards became rector of 
the church, and of its iater history, 
and on up to the present. 

Wesley the First Pastor. 

A sketch of the history of old 
Christ church, FPrederica, begins with 
Charles Wesley. He was its first min- 
ister. Without doubt some of his mag- 
nificent hymns had their first impulse 
as he lived beneath the old oaks about 
the site of the first church. John 
Wesley, the rector of Christ church, 
Savannah, paid occasional visits to 
Frederica. The third member of that 
famed trio, George Whitfield, also was 
for a time in charge of the church as 
its 


'time and soon passed 


_ 


rector. He remained for a short | 
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to a larger 
sphere of usefulness. 

After this first series of great men 
had passed the charge was kept alive 
but hardly, and many times the flick- 
ering flame seemed about to be ex- 
tinguished, the church tending to be- 
come little more than a name and a 
memory, existing through the light 
shed upon it by the great trio of 
names that were associated with it. 

This condition prevaifted for more 
than a century until 26 years ago, 
when upon noble shoulders the mantle 
of the earlier servants of the church 
fell. Anson G. P. Dodge, Jr. a young 
business man of New York, a layman, 
but fired by the tmpulses that after- 
wards made him a minister in all that 
word means, came south from , his 
home, found but one remaining of the 
vestrymen of the old church and with 
that beginning, himself studying until 
his candidacy for the ministry was 
crowned with the holy orders, started 
old Frederica church again into life. 

His fortune he turned to the same 
service into which he poured his life. 
He endowed the parish. He then en- 
dowed the diocese of Georgia with a 
sum sufficient to give $6,000 a year 
annually for missions. Later, with Mrs. 
Dodge, who survives him, he eéstab- 
lished and endowed the Anson Dodge 
Home for Orphan Boys at Frederica 
Mrs. Dodge is now planning with every 
assurance of the greatest success an 
industrial college, where boys may be 
taught to use their hands as well as 
their brain, and both together. 

The late Rev. Mr. Dodge erected the 
building in which was observed the 
174th anniversary of the church he re- 
vivified.

Foundation Attacked. 


State Health Officer Replies in 
Warm Language to Recent 
Charges Made Against the 
Mobile Medical College. 


Montgomery, Ala., June 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Dr. W. H. Sanders, state health 
officer, tonight replies feelingly to 
criticisms of the Moblle Medical Col- 
lege by Simon Flexner, of New York, 
an attache of the Carnegie Foundation, 
saying that the statements of the lat- 
tr are thoroughly dyspetic im charac- 
ter, unjust and misleading. 

He denies that equipment is poor, 
but, on the other hand, says it is 
complete and adequate, comparing fa- 
vorably with any he saw during a 
stay of three years in foreign lands. 
It is superbly lighted and supplied 
with every facility for the work re- 
quired, he says. 

The fling at the use of goats in 
dissecting is an evidence that the 
critic is not posted, the doctor urges. 
It possesses great advantage in the 
teaching of anatomy and is a very ma- 
terial improvement over the old method 
of using the human bcdy alone. 

While the chemistry and physiology 
laboratories are not what they might 
be, they are in no sense as inadequate 
eas Flexner would infer. Admitting 
that the library is not geo large as 
some of the older schools, it yet pos- 
sesses books of marked value that 
could not be duplicated, nor are they 
surpassed in the world. Besides, stu- 
dents devote their time for the most 
part to textbooks, leaving the col- 
lateral reading for the less filled days 
after school. 

The museum, spoken of tn derision 
by Mr. Flexner, is, the doctor says, by 
nho.means a small one. The paper- 
mache models, which Mr. Fiexner 
makes fun of, are copied from nature 
and true to it and can never be im- 
proved, save as nature herself im- 
proves.

TRUSTEES PASS 
STRENUOUS DAY 


Reports Show Splendid 
Condition of University. 


S cnuenmnetll 


Boards of Visitors Make Re- 
port to University Trustees, 
in Which Important Recom- 
mendations Are Made---Phar- 
macy School Reconized. 


Athens, Ga., June 11.—(Special.)— 
The board of visitors made their an- 
nual report to the board of trustees 
of the University of Georgia this 
morning, and nearly the entire session 
was consumed with the discussion of 
the recommendations made by the 
board :of visitors. 

The board of visitor#s, composed of 
Major George Butler, of Augusta; Su- 
‘perintendents E. H. Hamby, W. P. Mar- 
tin and W. R. Power, have been in 
session during the first part of the 
week, and have inspected the class 
rooms, dormitories, laboratories, the 
grounds, buildings, recitation rooms 
and athletic grounds and buildings of 
the university, and have examined the 
equipment of the physics, agricultur- 
al, chemical and academic departments, 
together with detailed reports from 
each professor in the university and 
the state college of agriculture on the 
work that hese been done during the 
year and the ground covered. 


summarized, was as follows: 

The board reported that they had 
inspected the state college of agricul- 
ture and the university proper fully, 
making a tour of the grounds and the 
proposed extension and visiting every 
portion of the campus. 

The board recommended that a cen- 
tra] heating plant be installed for the 
university proper, the agricultural col- 
lege already having one sufficient for 
their needs. 

The board recommended that a lo- 
cal telephone system be installed on 
the campus of the university, and 
connecting with the state college of 
agriculture. 

The board reconrmended that addi- 
tional fellowships be installed in the 
departments of chemistry and physics. 

The board recommended the in- 
stallation of additional apparatus in 
the physics department. 

The board recommended that an ap- 
propriation be made for the purpose 
of securing additional microscopes for 
the use of the botanical department 
and other apparatus necessary in that 
work. 
To Have Faculty on Campus. 

The board recommended that the 
}members of the university’ faculty be 
allowed to live on the campus of the 
university, rent free, in such houses as 
are there already or which they might 
see fit to erect on the campus; this 
being the starting point of a move- 
ment to get all the members of the 
faculty of the university located on 


the campus, and to start a residence 
section of the campus. This system is 
in use by many of the great colleges 


and has been found to offer unusual 
benefits for both professors and for 
the officials of . college and the 
students, bringing about

The board recommended that an ad- 
ditional professor be secured in the 
school of education. 

The board complimented highly the 
work and efficiency of Professor

J. A. Atkins in the military department, 
‘which has been brought to a high 
standard of efficiency. 
Athietics Commended. 
The board praised the athletic situa- 


The board of visitors’ report, briefly | 


tion and condition at the university, 
and stated that everything seemed to 
be in the best of shape in this impor- 
tant department of college life. The 
board commended the work being done 
on the athletic field and the work of 
Director Sanford in raising the stand- 
ard of athletics at the university. 
The board a»ymmended highly the 
work of the State College of Agricul- 
ture and Dr. Soule’s magnificent fight 
throughout the state for the improve- 
ment of the argicultural situation in 
the south. They commended the 
equipment and the farms and labora- 


tories of the college and praised high- 
ly the efficient work done by the staff 
of the college. 

School of Commerce. 

The board recommended that a4 
school of commerce be established as 
an integral part of the university. 
This project was originally suggested 
by the late Chancellor Walter B. Hill, 
and has been advised by both the pres- 
ident of the agricultural college and 
the chancellor of the university in 
their reports to the board of trustees. 
To have a school of commerce in the 
university would give the students op- 
portunities to learn business methods 


and training, along with their other 
work, and would be of immense value 
to the university, and the board of 
visitors made a strong recommendation 
that such a course established in 
the university. 


Session of Board. 


The session of the board of trustees 
today was a most important one, and 
many matters were disposed of. 

The board took up the matter of the 
additions to the law Hbrary of the 
University Law school, which had been 
formally presented to the committee 
from the trustees by the senior class 
of the law school, and heard the com- 
mittee report on it. The committed 
reported favorably upon the proposed 
additions, as absolutely necessary to 
keep the law department up to the 
highest standard of efficiency, Had the 
board decided to pass upon it. “The 
senior class, which. started the move- 
ment to secure the necessary additions 
and presented the trustees with a list 
of the books, asked for about $1,500 
worth of books, and the trustees de- 
cided to appropriate the sum of 91,000 
for the additions to the law lIibrary. 
and also to provide for a legal libra- 
rian, with a salary of $150 annually. 

In addition, the thanks of the board 
of trustees were conferred upon former 
President T. H. Mell, of Clemson col- 
lege, for the donation of valuable 
books to the library of the university, 
and to Hon. George Foster Peabody 
for valuable gifts to the university 
library, ma4e during the collegiate 
year. 


Pharmacy School Recognized. 


The board passed a resolution where- 
by the School of Pharmacy, located at 
Athens, as a part of the whniversity, 
should be formally recognized as a 
member of the university system, and 
that the school should accorded a 
speaker’s place among the representa- 
tives of the various colleges during 
commencement. 

Rev. J. B. 5S. Davis Honored. 

The board also decided to confer 
the honorary degree of D.D. upon the 
Rev. J. B. &. Davis, of Newnan. Rev.

‘Company Estimates Increase 


Granted Telegraphers Will 
Cost $100,000 Annually-—Ar- 
bitration in Progress Since 
May 24---Dermody Dissented 
to First Paragraph.

Washington, June 11.—(Special.)— 
All danger of a strike of Southern 
Railway telegraphers has been averted 
by an agreement reached today Dy ar- 
bitrators, under the terms of which 
1,500 telegraphers on the Southern 
Railway system are given an increase 
of 8 per cent in wages, and other con- 
cessions. : 

The railway company estimates that 
the increase of cost to the road will 
be between $75,000 and $100,000 per 
annum for this class of its employees. 
The aggregate demands of the tele- 
graphers would have meant an increase 
of 60 per cent in the present wage 
scale. The agreement signed today 
| will represent a. total increase in the 
pay roll amounting to 10 per cent. 

Arbitration Under Erdman Act. 

The arbitration between the railroad 
and the Order of Railway Telegraph- 
ers, representing the men, was con- 
ducted under the Erdman act. Nego- 
tiations have been on since the first 
of March. W. R. Vance, dean of the 
George Washington law school, acted 
as umpire; J. J. Dermody, vice presi- 
dent of the Order of Railway Tele- 
graphers, represented the employees, 
and J. S. B. Thompson, assistant to the 
president of Southern Railway, repre- 
sented the road. The board Has been 
at work singe May 24. 

J. J. Dermody dissented from the 
award in the first paragraph of the 
agreement, which sets forth that only 
those station agents who are actually 
employed as telegraph or telephone op- 
erators in the movement of trains, or 
such as are required at some time to 
perform those duties, shall be consid- 
ered telegraphers and paid as such. 
The paragraph follows: 

Corntention Over Paragraph. 

“All employees performing the duties 
of telegraph operator or agent-oper- 
ator, and all those telephone operators 
who render services in connection with 
the movement of trains, and all such 
levermen as are specified in the sched- 
ule attached to the contract of submis- 
sion, dated April 15, 1910, wil] be con- 
sidered telegraphers within the mean- 
ing of this agreement, provided that 
any agent who is required by the em- 
ployer to perform the services of a 
telegraph or telephone operator during 
any portion of the year shall be deemed 
an agent-operator and within the pro- 
visions of this agreement.” 

Ten-Hour Day. 

Section two provides that ten con- 
secutive hours, including the meal 
hour, shall constitute a day’s work. 
The men may be kept on for not ex- 
ceeding twelve hours when necessary 
to meet early or late passenger trains. 
At offices where two or three tele- 
gtaphers are employed, nine consecu- 
tive hours shall constitute a day’s 
work, and at offices where three or 
more are employed, eight consecutive 
hours shall constitute a day’s work. 

Telegraphers shall be excused from 
labor on Sundays and legal holidays, 
so far as practicable, without detri- 
ment to the service. 

Vacation Provided. 

The men who are required to work 
on such holidays as much as one-half 
the regular working day, are to be 
given 15 days’ leave of absence each 
year on full pay, with transportation 
over the company’s lines, provided they 
have been in the employ of the com- 
pany at least two years. 

The telegraphers asked for annual 
leave, with pay, regardless of length 
of time in the service. The award re- 
quires that they shall have been in 
the service of the road two years, and 
be employed on Sundays and holidays, 
one-half the usual working day.

SHOE: MACHINERY 
TRUST AT BAY 


(By G. H. Perry, Manager Rich’s Shoe 
Depurtment.) 


Almost Overnight the impossible has 
happened. The Thos. G. Plant Com- 
pany, of Boston, who for years have 
Operated perhaps the largest single 
shoe “ery, and who have paid an- 
nually frm the coffers of the gigantic 
shoe machinery trust over a hundred 
and ten thousand dollars in royalties 
slone, have quietly displaced every 
trust machine in their factory. 

In' some way conditions relating to 
the manufacture of shoes are an un- 
known quantity to other than those 
engaged in the shoe business. 

he fact remains, however, that the 
most despotic example of trust tyran- 
my that has ever been known to ex- 
ist has positively @ominated every 
Phase of shoe manufacturing for the 
last twenty years. 

In order to manufacture shoes it was 
first necessary to pay for a lease- 
hold privilege; an amount equal to, 
if not more than, the actual cost of 
every machine. : 

A minimum royalty was then agreed 
upon, and if a man did not use ov 
three thousand stitches on machine 
he was compelled to pay the full 
month’s royalty just the same as if 
hé had used the maximum quantity, 

In addition, all missing or broken 
parts had to be bought at unreason- 
able prices from the machinery com- 


ny. 

Another great handicap to shoe man- 
ufacturing was the complete leveling 
of nearly all shoe factories to one 
standard of shoe-making. 

If the manufacturer felt that he 
could achieve better results by using 
some machine, attachment or improve- 
ment that would materially improve 
his product, it was first necessary to 
get the United States Shoe Machinery 
Company to buy the patent and put It 
in use; and this they were loath to do 
on account of the fact that no manu- 
facturer would dare to thwart them. 

Representatives of the Thos, G. Plant 
Co. claim that the royalties which they 
have been paying to the trust will 
average four to five cents a pair, and 
that a saving of at least ten cents a 
pair in labor, material, etc. can be 
effected by the use of more modern 
tmnrovements on the machine. 

Something like five years ago Mr. 
Thos. G. Plant began to experiment 
secretly with a view to manufacturing 
his own machinery. 

Machinery experts were engaged at 
large salaries and they, together with 
a large force of expert machinists, be- 
gan the manufacture of shoe machin- 
ery in a large building at Worcester, 
Mass. 

The strictest secrecy was maintained, 
and for several years the people in the 
neighborhood wondered what was go- 
ing on inside. 

No information was given out, how- 
ever, and nothing was known of the 
object of all the vast expenditure of 
time and money which was being made. 

It at length became known that 
shoes were being manufactured there, 
but little did the shoe world dream 
that undertakings of such magnitude 
were being developed. 

When the time came for the change, 
even the superintendents and foremen 
in the great Queen Quality factory 
were completely dumfounded when they 
heard what Mr. Plant had in mind. 

The factory was only closed for a 
short while, and inless thantwo weeks’ 
time the new “Wonder Worker Non- 
royalty’”’ machinery was installed, and 
after only a few weeks’ experience the 
entire plant was making its maximum 
capacity, , 

When itt is stated that 17,000 pairs 
of shoes a day were produced by the 
Queen Quality manufacturers it is hard 
to understand how improvements and 
new inventions could have been per- 
fected so thoroughly as to enable this 
tremendous plant to operate on en- 
tirely new and untried machinery so 
successfully. 

This marks the beginning of a move- 
ment that meh posted in shoe affairs 
predict will mean almost 4S great a 
revolution in the manufacture of shoes 
in the next ten years as was the case 
when the Goodyear Rapid Stitching ma- 
chine was first put on the. market. 

When one stops to figure that better 
material and labor can be added to the 
extent of fifteen cents a pair without 
raising the retail price, and that there 
are over three hundred and fifty mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of boots and shoes 
produced annually in America, it is 
easy to see that Mr. Plant and his 
associates have rendered the world-at- 
large aservicethat will be of greater 
value in ten years than the princeliest 
donations which any multi-millionaire 
has made in the last ten years. 

The public-at-large is perhaps un- 
aware of the fact that there has ex- 
isted for a score or more of years this 
absolute monopoly to which every 
man, woman and child in America pays 
a daily toll. 

Shoe Manufacturers since the in- 
vention of hat was then an almost 
human machine, the Goodyear Welt 
Stitcher, have been at the mercy of a 
trust even more tyrannical than the 
far-famed Standard Oil octopus. 

When this machine was first invent- 
ed it speedily revolutionized shoe- 
making conditions. Instead of a mul- 
titude of smal] manufacturers, it final- 
ly became impossible for any but a 
large and financially strong manufac- 
turer to exist and meet competition. 
One of these machines could stitch 
more soles on shoes in one day than 
could a hundred shoemakers by the 
old hand-sewed process. 

Dire results were predicted when 
machine sewing was first introduced in 
several large manufacturing centers, 
but as is ever the case, the fittest gur- 
vived and today shoe manufacturing 
ranks/ preeminently as the one Ameri- 
can Industry in which no other nation 
Jas even attempted to claim superi- 
ority. 

This was all very well for a few 
years un‘il this gigantic trust obtain- 
ed contro] what was then the best ma- 
chine for performing almost every 
function in the process of manufac- 
turing snoes. 

It became necessary for a man who 
desired <0 use modern methods of 
shoemaking to go to this one source of 
supply, and as is ever the case the 
rule of this aggregation of capital and 
brains wis more powerful than any 
monarchy that ever existed. 

In order to useadheir machinery, the 
manufacturer was compelled to pay not 
only a royalty for every’ stitch or 
operation performed on one of these 
machines, in- addition to having paid 
for a leasehold on it equivalent to its 
actual cost, but he was forced to use 
every other machine required in 
manufacturing shoes which they 
furnished. 

Such a course was bound to result in 
but one thing. Manufacturers were 
absolutely powerjess to use any labor- 
saving, cost-reducing improvement or 
machine, consequentiy with such a 
powerful biudgeon in their grasp it 
became absolutely necessary for a shoe 
manufacturer to do the bidding of this 
shoe machinery corporation. Tales are 
told of manufacturers who dared to 
put in Independent Company’s ma- 
chines only to have their service ma- 
terially crippled. 

While nothing ever appeared in con- 
tract form or was spoken verbally, 
there was a tacit understanding among 
the shoe manufacturers that in order 
to get missing parts promptly or have 
machines repaired in case of break- 
down, !t was necessary to exclude from 
their shops anything other than trust 
machinery. 

Numerous inventions that would have 
enabled manufacturers to reduce the 
eost of their shoes materially, im- 

rove their product and benefit man- 
king generally have been shelved in

STAND-OR FALL 
ON TARIFF BILL 


Republican Party Must 
Defend Measure. 


Senator Clay Declares Result 
of the Next Election Centers 
Upon the President’s Pet Bill. 
Opposes Appropriation Seek- 
ing Tariff Information. 


Washington, June _  11.—Continuing 
the discussion of the provision in the 
sundry civil appropriation bill, au- 
thorizing the president to expend 
$250,000 for information regarding ‘the 
tariff, Senator Clay today {declared in 
the senate he could see no reason why 
the provision should become a law. 
He asserted that the inquiry would 
merely duplicate the work done by 
the department of commerce and labor, 
which eost $11,000,000 annually. He 
feared that the purpose was to “get 
fat jobs for hungry office seekers.” 

Their Position Insincere. 

He declared that in reality not a 
single republican member of the com- 
mittee on appropriationgsy wanted 
further revision of the ta ff and yet 

2h amount- 
] there 
would be another revision: 

He said the republicans must win 
or (cose in the next election in de- 
fending the Payne-Aldrich. tariff bill. 
“They are compelled to defend it,” he 
said. ‘It is their bill and tRe president 
says it is the best bill that ever was 
put on the statute books,” 

Interrupting, Senator Gallinger said 
that he agreed with Mr. Clay, that in 
the elections this fall the republican 
party would be compelled to defend 
the present tariff and stand or fall 
in its defense. 

The subject came up in connection 
with the provision in the sundry civil 
appropriation providing a fund of 
$250,000 with which to enable the pres- 


ident to investigate the operation of 


the present tariff law. 
Discussion Took Wide Range. 

The ‘discussion was participated 
»y a large number of senators, and 
took a wide range, which everybody 
understood to be largely colored by 
political conditions. 

Senator Clay opened the debate with 
a sharp democratic speech, charging 
that the measure was intended to de- 
lude the insurgent republicans into the 
belief that there was to be another 
revision of the tariff, which he tried 
to prove by several republican senators 
with some measure of success. He was 
supported by Senator Balley, on the 
democratic side of the chamber. They 
succeeded in bringing Senator Aldrich 
into the controversy with the result 
that he m-ie defense of the present 
law ar seeded in again bringing 
Sena veridge to his feet. 

| sh Out Old Controversy. 

The Indiana senator and the Rhode 
Island senator found opportunity to 
thresh out their old eontroversy over 
the authorship of the investigation 
provision of the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
bill, but with the result that each held 
to his original contention. Mr. Aldrich 
declared that he and he alone had been 
responsible for the provision. While 


in 


sion bill of last session, the Indiana 
senator asserted that but for the gen- 
eral agitation resulting from that bill 
there never would have been an in- 
vestigation clause in the bill. Mr. Al- 
drich said he desired the information 
the $250,000 would elicit as a justifi- 
cation of the present law, which he 
and numerous republican senators pro- 
nounced the best tariff law .that ever 
wag placed on the statute books. 
Some Amusing Incidents. 

All the regulars expressed the opin- 
ion that there would not soon be a 
new revision of the tariff. Incidental 
to the debate, there were some amus- 
ing incidents. Senators Bailey and 
Johnston made reference to the tele- 
gram sent by Senator Beveridge to 
Senator Clapp after the close of the 
Indianapolis convention, in which the 
Indiana senator was quoted as saying 
he had “kicked the stomach off the 
tariff bill.” Mr. Johnston construed 
this language into meaning that Mr. 
Beveridge had disturbed the “epider- 
mis in the abdominal region of the 
tarif?f.”’ 

Mr. Heyburn was among the speak- 
ers, and Mr. Hale called forth the epi- 
thet of “insolent’’ from the Idaho sena- 
tor by appealing to Senator Cummins 
“not to wind him up again,” when the 
lowa senator sought to interrupt his 
Idaho colleague. Everybody smiled 
over the incident. 

The fact appearing that various sen- 
ators still desired to be heard, Senator 
Hale reluctantly moved an adjourn- 
ment without reaching a vote on either 
Senator Clay's motion to strike out 
the provision or on the final passage 
of the sundry civil bill. The senator 
from Maine expressed deep regret that 
an appropriation bill should be the oc- 
casion for such a political debate. 

Clay Fights Expenditure. 

Mr. Clay declared the provision to be 
purely political. He repeated that there 
was no necessity for the expenditure. 
and it would accomplish no good. 

“Would the senator from Georgia be 
jn favor of a revision of the tariff if 
his party should be in power two years 
or four years hence?’ asked Mr. Al- 
drich. 

“IT would be if my party were in 
power and we could have a revision 
along revenue lines,” said Mr. Clay. 

He suggested that the democratic 
party had shown intelligence enough 
in the past to revise the tariff. 

“Yes, to the country’s loss,” 
jected Mr. Aldrich, adding: 

“T hope we will be spared such an 
experience in the future.” 

Mr. Clay said the republican party 
had recently revised the tariff “to the 
country’s loss and some of the mem- 
bers of the republican party hold the 
same opinion” 

Practically the entire day in the sen- 
ate was devoted to a general discus- 
sion of the tariff. 

Senators Clay, Aldrich, Bailey, Hale. 
Warren, Beveridge, Smoot, Cummins, 
Heyburn and Dolliver were among the 
speakers, and the discussion was acri- 
monious at times. The provision was 
undisposed of and the discussion will 
be resumed Monday. 

The final conference report on the 
legislative, judicial and executive ap- 
propriation bill was accepted. 

The house was entirely occupied with 
private bills. | !

Neat Appraisement Made in a Loan on 
Brennen Corner. 


HIGHEST PRICE NOT YET REACHED 


One Loan on the Southside for $20,000. 
Money Becomes More Pientiful. 


One thousand dollarg per front foot 
ig the new valuation placed on Broad- 
way property by a Chicago trust com- 
pany which has made a lean of a sub- 
stantial sum on that basis to John A. 
Brennen, owner of the Brennen block, 
600 Broadway. . The transaction was 
negotiated by the Northern State Bank 
of Gary. ' 

The bank has placed the valuation 
of Mr. Brennen’s property at No. 600 
at $75,000, allowing $25,000 for the 
building itself, and $50,000 for the 
property, 50 feet. 


Worth at Least $1,000 


“It has been my contention for a 
long time that Broadway property is 
worth $1,000 per front foot,” said Mr. 
Brennen. “I have based the value of 
the property on its earning capacity, 
which at present is over 6 per cent on 
$100,000. The officials of the com- 
pany investigated the values here and 
decided that the valuation of $1,000 
was not too much. I am using the loan 
to. improve other Gé&ry property and 
am putting the money back into in- 
vestments in Gary.” 

The loan, which amounted to more 
than $25,000, will go to the erection of 
the new $18,000 two-story building to 
be built by Mr. Brennen on the north- 
west corner of Sixth avenue and Wash- 
ington street. 


__Another Loan at $20,000 


In making the present loan the 
value of Broadway frontage is takinga 
step forward, which will, no doubt, have 
a salutary effect on other Broadway 
property. Mr. Brennen ‘has figured 
the net income of his property, which 
is in the neighborhood of $6,000 per year, 
and believes that the valuation of $75,- 
000 is a conservative estimate.
